Commander's  Message 

Four  Worthwhile  Initiatives 


Al  Keller,  Jr. 


We've  been  hearing  a  lot  recently 
about  a  concept  known  as  "voluntar- 
ism." It's  an  idea  that  has  always 
been  a  vital  part  of  the  American  way 
of  life,  but  the  President  made  it  a  fre- 
quent topic  of  American  conversation 
as  well  when  he  announced  his  inten- 
tion to  help  curb  federal  spending 
through  increased  reliance  on  the  vol- 
unteer segment  of  our  society.  The 
American  Legion  believes  the  effi- 
cient use  of  volunteers  and  voluntary 
organizations  can  be  a  potent  alter- 
native to  federal  spending  in  a  num- 
ber of  areas.  We  also  share  the 
administration's  belief  that  the 
United  States — more  than  any  other 
nation — is  a  land  of  private,  volun- 
tary initiatives  for  the  public  good. 

Voluntarism,  despite  its  recent 
entrance  into  the  limelight,  is  an 
American  tradition,  and  a  good  one. 
All  of  our  early  institutions  of  higher 
learning  were  the  result  of  voluntary 
efforts  by  concerned  individuals,  as 
were  all  of  our  churches,  labor  unions, 
businesses,  newspapers,  clubs,  asso- 
ciations, political  parties,  athletic 
teams,  many  of  our  hospitals — in 
short,  the  fabric  of  this  great  country 
was  woven  by  those  men  and  women 
who  donated  their  time  and  resources 
to  the  betterment  of  their  communi- 
ties. Even  ^ur  national  defense,  born 
of  the  days  of  a  voluntary  militia,  is 


still  an  all-volunteer  force  with  roots 
deep  in  the  soil  of  voluntarism. 

Most  people  think  of  our  economy 
as  falling  into  two  distinct  sectors: 
government  and  business,  yet  there  is 
a  third — the  voluntary  sector.  This 
third  arm  of  the  economy  can  only 
work  where  people  are  free  because  it 
requires  the  willing  participation  of 
civic-minded  people.  It  cannot  flour- 
ish, or  even  survive,  in  an  atmosphere 
of  oppression  and  over  regulation. 
Consider,  for  example,  those 
countries  laboring  under  the  sickle  of 
Communist  domination.  There  is  no 
voluntarism;  there  is  no  opportunity 
for  it.  The  newspapers,  the  businesses, 
the  colleges,  the  hotels,  the  theaters — 
even  the  sporting  events — are  all  gov- 
ernment controlled. 

I  think  we  Americans  take  volun- 
tarism so  much  for  granted  that  we 
don't  really  appreciate  its  importance. 
Most  of  us  have  never  had  a  chance 
to  visit  a  country  wherein  everything 
is  of  the  government,  by  the  govern- 
ment and  for  the  government.  I  don't 
think  we  fully  realize  the  importance 
of  it  in  our  work-a-day  living  either. 
Having  been  a  volunteer  all  of  my  life 
— and  a  recent  Gallup  Poll  showed 
that  nearly  40  million  Americans  vol- 
unteer their  time  and  efforts — I 
wasn't  the  least  bit  surprised  when  I 
recently  read  an  article  stating:  "Sup- 
pose...the  federal  government  were  to 
be  suddenly  inactivated?  What  would 
be  the  effect.. .on  your  life?  I  suspect  it 
would  be  enormously  less  than  if  all 
voluntary  associations  were  suddenly 
eliminated?"  And  I  suspect  the 
author  was  absolutely  correct. 

Voluntary  organizations  provide 
assistance  that  is  sensitive  to  local 
needs  and  they  do  so  with  dignity 
and  compassion — something  too 
often  missing  when  government 
agencies  take  over  what  individuals 
should  be  doing,  and  what  the  Presi- 
dent has  asked  us  to  start  doing 
again.  Mr.  President,  the  Legion  has 
never  stopped.  Just  last  year,  Legion 
and  Auxiliary  members  volunteered: 

•  More  than  2,000,000  hours  of 
service  at  VA  hospitals 

•  More  than  200,000  pints  of  blood 

•  More  than  5,000,000  hours  of 
community  service 

•  And  helped  more  than  33,000 
veterans  find  jobs  or  get  necessary 
job  training. 

Since  The  American  Legion  first 
began  assisting  America's  children,

Big  Issues 


Should  U.S.  Forces 


Stationed  in  Europe  Be  Reduced? 


Rep.  Patricia

Yes  •  First,  NATO  originally 

was  designed  to  give  temporary  pro- 
tection while  the  countries  of  Europe 
rebuilt  their  economies.  Today  there 
are  19  divisions,  totaling  over  325,000 
troops,  plus  their  dependents  and 
civilian  employees. 

Second,  U.S.  defense  costs  related 
to  NATO  have  increased  astronomi- 
cally. Recently  Sen.  Ted  Stevens, 
R-Alaska,  estimated  our  current 
commitment  to  NATO  is  $130  billion; 
that  amounts  to  60  percent  of  the  Department  of  Defense 
budget.  Although  all  NATO  members  pledged  in  1977  to 
increase  their  defense  levels  by  3  percent,  hardly  any 
NATO  country  has  done  so.  Sen.  Charles  Percy,  R-I1L,  has 
said  our  allies  "are  not  getting  a  free  ride,  (but)  they  are  at 
least  traveling  at  an  absurdly  low  fare." 

Third,  our  military  maneuverability  is  hampered.  By 
permanently  stationing  such  a  large  number  of  troops  in 
one  place,  we  are  weakened  strategically.  This  is  espe- 
cially true  at  a  time  when  the  United  States  is  being  called 
on  to  fill  power  vacuums  around  the  world. 

Fourth,  a  review  of  our  NATO  commitment  is  not  a  call 
for  isolationism.  U.S.  policy  in  Europe  is  itself  isolationist. 
Our  "go-it-alone"  policy  ensures  Europe's  protection, 
while  U.S.  taxpayers  bear  any  burden  and  meet  any  cost. 

Fifth,  because  the  NATO  countries  are  not  burdened 
with  high  defense  costs,  they  spend  more  money  in 
civilian  sector  programs — on  everything  from  research 
and  development  to  social  welfare.  While  we  focus  on 
defense,  our  allies  out-compete  us  in  consumer  industries: 
automobiles,  televisions,  radios,  computers,  etc.  The 
United  States  and  West  Germany  spend  about  equal  per- 
centages of  their  Gross  National  Product  on  research  and 
development  but  the  West  Germans  put  a  larger  portion 
of  their  R&D  into  the  civilian  sector. 

Sixth,  the  refusal  of  European  NATO  members  to 
increase  their  defense  spending  provides  a  weak  basis  for 
negotiating  a  strategic  arms  agreement.  They  must  let  the 
Russians  know  they  will  provide  their  own  defense. 

Twice  in  1973,  the  Senate  passed  legislation  to  cut  U.S. 
troop  strength  in  Europe.  Only  after  heavy  lobbying  by 
the  Nixon  administration  was  the  legislation  later  killed. 
It  did,  however,  force  the  start  of  the  Mutual  Balance 
Force  Reduction  talks  in  Vienna,  whereby  the  U.S.  and 
the  U.S.S.R.  would  discuss  the  mutual  withdrawal  of 
troops  from  the  NATO  and  Warsaw  Pact  countries. 

Almost  10  years  have  passed,  the  talks  have  stalled 
and  the  number  of  U.S.  troops  in  Europe  has  increased, 
not  to  mention  the  increased  cost  to  the  U.S.  taxpayer.  The 
time  has  come  to  reopen  the  debate.  When  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  was  the  supreme  commander  of  all  NATO 
forces,  he  predicted  that  "the  large-scale  permanent  com- 
mitment of  American  troops  outside  the  continental 
limits  would  be  costly  beyond  military  return."  His  predic- 
tion was  absolutely  correct.

We  should  remember 
that  it  is  in  our  vital  national  interest 
to  have  U.S.  troops  in  Europe.  As 
President  Reagan  said  in  his  trip  to 
Bonn  in  June,  "Europe's  shores  are 
our  shores.  Europe's  borders  are  our 
borders.  We  will  stand  with  (the 
Europeans)  in  defense  of  our  heri- 
tage of  liberty  and  dignity." 

We  station  330,000  troops  in  Eur- 
ope as  a  deterrent  to  possible  Soviet 
or  Warsaw  Bloc  aggression.  No  one 
should  underestimate  the  threat.  Over  the  past  decade, 
the  Warsaw  Pact  has  increased  its  advantage  in  tanks 
from  3:1  to  4:1  and  in  artillery  from  2:1  to  3:1.  This  Soviet- 
backed  military  buildup  requires  concerned  vigilance  on 
our  part. 

A  unilateral  troop  withdrawal  would  bring  about  a 
crisis  in  the  alliance  whose  members  are  our  best  friends 
and  security  partners.  A  withdrawal  would  weaken  the 
NATO  deterrent,  thereby  increasing  the  risk  of  war.  Fin- 
ally, a  withdrawal  would  not  even  save  any  money,  as 
some  have  claimed.  The  Department  of  Defense  calcu- 
lated— in  a  study  I  requested  earlier  this  year — that  to  re- 
station  all  U.S.  Army  and  Air  Force  units  now  deployed  in 
Europe  would  cost  the  United  States  at  least  $17  billion 
more  over  the  next  five  years.  So  we  would  get  less  deter- 
rence with  no  savings. 

American  soldiers  fought  two  world  wars,  and  NATO 
was  formed  in  its  wake  so  that  Europe  and  the  West  could 
be  free  and  secure  from  intimidation  or  armed  attack. 
There  are  strains  in  the  alliance  today  but,  after  33  years, 
NATO  is  still  working.  Indeed,  Spain  elected  to  enter 
NATO  this  year  in  another  demonstration  of  the  necessity 
and  validity  of  the  alliance. 

The  United  States  must  defend  its  global  interests. 
Therefore,  just  as  I  opposed  and  defeated  a  proposal  in 
1979  that  the  United  States  withdraw  its  troops  from  the 
Korean  peninsula,  today  I  again  would  oppose  with  the 
greatest  degree  of  vigor  any  effort  to  reduce  unilaterally 
our  troop  level  in  Europe. 

President  Reagan  recently  offered  to  equalize,  at  signi- 
ficantly reduced  levels,  the  number  of  NATO  and  Warsaw 
Pact  forces  in  Europe.  His  initiative  would  allow  the 
United  States  to  bring  some  of  its  troops  home,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  would  reduce  the  threat  to  peace  and  stability 
in  Europe. 

By  contrast,  a  unilateral  reduction  of  U.S.  troops  would 
greatly  harm  our  national  security  interests.  Further- 
more, a  majority  of  Americans  would  not  support  it.  A 
Gallup  Poll  in  February  showed  that  only  19  percent  sup- 
port a  reduction  or  total  withdrawal,  while  an  over- 
whelming 66  percent  favor  maintaining  or  increasing  the 
number  of  U.S.  troops  in  Europe. 

The  American  public  and  our  allies  agree  that  now  is 
the  time  to  close  ranks,  not  break  them  by  withdrawing 
U.S.  troops.

News  to  Use 


Time  To  Review  Home- Insurance  Coverage 

Because  building  costs  are  so  high  these  days,  insurance  companies  are  start- 
ing campaigns — apparently  with  some  success — urging  you  to  insure  your 
home  for  full  replacement  cost.  Their  argument: 

L  If  you  insure  for  80  percent  of  value  (as  many  people  do),  you  will  receive 
replacement  cost  for  partial  losses,  but  not,  of  course,  a  total  loss. 

2.  Even  a  partial  loss  can  be  so  severe  that  the  structure  may  need  to  be 
completely  rebuilt  (in  fact,  some  communities  have  laws  to  that  effect). 

Whether  you  agree  with  this  line  of  thought  or  not,  it's  still  a  good  idea  to 
review  your  home-insurance  coverage  from  these  angles: 

a.  Has  your  insurance  kept  up  with  rising  values? 

b.  What  is  the  value  of  your  home?  For  insurance  purposes,  exclude  the 
value  of  the  lot.  Most  insurance  companies  will  help  you  make  your  calcula- 
tions. 

c.  The  contents  of  your  home  normally  are  insured  for  50  percent  of  the 
coverage  on  the  dwelling.  So  if  the  dwelling  is  under-insured,  so  are  the  con- 
tents. Moreover,  there  are  limits  on  the  payouts  for  certain  losses  such  as  jewelry, 
watches  and  cameras. 

d.  To  bring  the  cost  of  more  insurance  down,  ask  your  insurer  about  deducti- 
bles. Also,  shop  around.  It  pays  off. 

Own  Your  Own  Telephones 

As  phone  companies  increase  the  rental  charge  for  phone  instruments,  more 
and  more  users  are  buying  their  own.  The  phone  companies,  of  course,  know 
this  and  have  been  selling  fancy,  high-priced  equipment  themselves.  Now  at 
least  one  (New  York  Telephone)  is  going  to  sell  customers  standard  sets, 
including  those  already  in  their  homes. 

Buying  your  own  telephones — no  matter  what  the  source — is  perfectly  legal 
so  long  as  the  equipment  has  Federal  Communications  Commission  approval 
and  you  duly  notify  the  phone  company.  For  its  part,  the  phone  company  will 
remove  existing  gear  without  charge,  and  usually  supply  you  with  modular 
jacks  or  other  conversion  devices  gratis  (if  not,  the  cost  of  buying  your  own  is 
minor). 

Does  it  pay  to  buy?  The  answer  is  simple:  Divide  the  price  you  are  now  paying 
for  monthly  rental  into  the  cost  of  buying  your  own  phone  to  arrive  at  a  break- 
even point — i.e.,  if  your  rental  is  $3  and  a  new  phone  costs  $27,  you'll  break  even 
in  nine  months  and  be  ahead  of  the  game  thereafter. 

Meantime,  you're  likely  to  see  a  movement  to  permit  you  to  buy  something 
else — the  wiring  on  your  premises,  presently  owned  by  the  phone  company  and 
leased  to  you  for  around  $2  a  month  and  up. 

Food  Business  Adapts  To  Change 

When  shopping  for  groceries,  note  these  trends  in  the  food  business: 

Asceptic  Packaging:  Now  that  the  Food  &  Drug  Administration  has 
approved  this  innovation  that  originated  in  Sweden,  you'll  likely  see  more 
liquid  and  semi-liquid  products  in  box-like  cartons  instead  of  glass  or  cans. 
Called  "asceptic  packaging"  (because  it  eliminates  the  possibility  of  germs), 
the  new  method  has  the  advantage  of  keeping  food  fresh  for  several  months 
without  refrigeration  and  is  also  said  to  reduce  costs.  Now  used  mainly  for 
juices  and  flavored  milk,  asceptic  packaging  is  expected  to  spread  soon  into 
such  areas  as  soups  and  stews. 

Arcade  Games:  Don't  be  surprised  if  your  food  market  adds  some  arcade-type 
games  to  its  equipment.  Reason:  The  games  are  high  profit-producers,  hence, 
welcome  in  an  industry  where  margins  are  traditionally  low.  Surprisingly,  the 
stores  that  have  installations  have  had  virtually  no  complaints — probably 
because  the  machines  are  up  front  where  they  don't  interfere  with  shopping, 
and  because  the  number  is  kept  to  a  decent  minimum. 

Coupons:  Cents-off  promotions  have  been  such  a  success  that  the  trend  is 
sure  to  grow'  even  bigger.  Coupon  use  for  food  purchases  has  been  the  major 
area  for  this  sales  lure  to  date,  but  shoppers  soon  will  see  coupons  being  used  to 
attract  them  to  other  grocery-related  items  such  as  liquor.

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Preventable  "Accidents" 

Accidents  causing  injury  and  death  are  all  too  often  not 
accidental,  that  is,  a  matter  of  fate  or  chance.  Rather,  like 
many  diseases,  they  are  preventable. 

So  concludes  the  Public  Health  Service's  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  after  analyzing  some  70  million  injuries 
and  150,000  injury  related  deaths.  These  injuries  rank  as 
the  fourth  leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United  States.  The 
estimated  cost  to  society  is  $83  billion  a  year,  but  only  12 
states  currently  have  programs  to  prevent  accidents. 

To  decrease  these  accidents,  PHS  suggests:  reduce 
speed  limits,  and  heights  of  high  chairs  and  diving  boards; 
apply  nonslip  surfaces  to  bathtubs;  use  seatbelts;  utilize 
flame-retardant  fabrics;  lock  up  guns  and  harmful  sub- 
stances and  keep  physically  fit. 

Maintain  A  "C"  To  Get  A  Loan! 

Students  receiving  grants  and  loans  to  further  their 
education  may  soon  find  themselves  having  to  make  a 
pact  with  Uncle  Sam  to  maintain  a  "C"  average  to  be 
eligible  for  such  government  assistance.  Currently,  stu- 
dents receive  aid  as  long  as  the  educational  facility  con- 
firms that  the  applicant  is  in  "good  standing." 

The  current  policy  has  resulted  in  the  misuse  of  funds, 
assert  Senators  Donald  L.  Nickles,  R-Okla.,  and  Clai- 
borne Pell,  D-R.I.  As  a  result,  the  two  legislators  have 
introduced  the  Student  Assistance  Reform  Act,  which 
specifies  a  certain  level  of  academic  work  in  order  for  a 
student  to  be  eligible  for  economic  aid. 

The  GAO  examined  5,800  student  transcripts  at  20  post- 
secondary  schools  across  the  nation  and  found  that  one 
out  of  five  of  those  receiving  student  aid  had  less  than  a 
"C"  average  and  one  out  of  10  had  flunked.  One  "F" 
student  received  $7,000  over  four  semesters,  while  another 
student  received  more  than  $2,000  over  three  quarters, 
completing  only  three  out  of  58  credit  hours  attempted  . 

Permit  Lottery  To  Lure  Voters? 

As  voter  participation  continues  to  decline,  the  concept 
of  "cast  your  ballot,  win  a  prize"  may  be  the  answer  to  lure 
voters  out  on  election  day,  says  Rep.  Robert  T.  Matsui, 
D-Calif.  He  has  introduced  the  National  Voter  Participa- 
tion Act  of  1982,  which  would  allow  individuals  to  organ- 
ize nonprofit,  nonpartisan  voter  lotteries  as  an  incentive 
for  citizens  to  register  to  vote. 

Figures  cited  by  Rep.  Matsui  indicated  that  the  number 
of  Americans  eligible  to  vote  and  who  actually  do  has 
dropped  by  17  percent  in  the  past  20  years. 

A  voter  sweepstakes  lottery  offering  $5  million  in  pri- 
vately donated  prizes  brought  out  700,000  in  California. 
The  U.S.  Justice  Department,  however,  ruled  that  a 
sweepstakes  of  this  nature  was  not  permissible  under 
federal  statutes.  The  Matsui  bill  would  amend  U.S.  legis- 
lation to  permit  such  contests. 

Double  Dipping  Behind  Bars 

A  1980  law  passed  by  Congress  was  meant  to  end  sub- 
sistence and  educational  payments  made  to  prisoners 
while  they  were  receiving  free  upkeep.  According  to  the 
General  Accounting  Office  (GAO),  however,  the  law  will 
not  be  very  effective  until  states  can  automate  their  prison 
population  files.

we  have  expended  almost  $500  mil- 
lion in  direct  assistance,  including 
support  for  1,500  scouting  units,  the 
Special  Olympics  Program,  Ameri- 
can Legion  Baseball,  Boys  and  Girls 
State,  Oratorical  Contests  and  a  host 
of  other  volunteer  activities  that 
directly  benefit  all  Americans.  In 
1981  alone,  the  Legion  spent  more 
than  $21  million  in  support  of  these 
and  similar  programs. 

But,  my  friends,  there  is  a  serious 
problem  and  it's  one  only  the  federal 
government  can  solve. 

Although  the  government  cannot 
be  expected  to  provide  for  all  the 
needs  of  its  citizenry  and,  therefore, 
must  rely  on  volunteers  for  assist- 
ance, it  can  offer  incentives  to  those 
individuals  and  organizations  that 
care  enough  to  lend  a  hand.  Someone 
once  said  that  the  three  biggest  lies  in 
American  life  today  are:  "The  check 
is  in  the  mail,"  "I  gave  at  the  office" 
and  "I'm  from  the  government  and 
I'm  here  to  help  you." 

Well,  humor  aside,  I'd  like  to  lead  a 
.  crusade  to  substitute  some  other  bit  of 
whimsy  for  that  last  quip  because  the 
government  can  help  us — and  it  must 
help  us  now  if  the  spirit  of  voluntar- 
ism is  to  realize  its  potential  in  these 
economically  repressive  times. 

I  believe  Americans  in  general  and 
Legionnaires  in  particular  are  gener- 
ous people  who  are  ready,  willing  and 
able  to  support  the  President's  pro- 
gram of  voluntarism  at  all  levels; 
however,  existing  impediments  must 
be  eliminated.  The  American  Legion 
supports  substantive  changes  in  four 
areas  which,  we  believe,  will  give  the 
spirit  of  voluntarism  the  impetus  it 
needs  to  get  America  back  on  track: 

•  First,  we  strongly  urge  the  Pres- 
ident to  take  action  restricting  the 
IRS  from  taxing  any  funds  raised  by 
non-profit  groups  engaged  in  volun- 
tary community  service.  Currently 
the  IRS  taxes  certain  monies  gener- 
ated, considering  those  amounts  to  be 
"unrelated  business  income."  How- 
ever, we  feel  this  is  an  unjust  taxation 
since  the  funds  are  donated  to  and 
directly  support  community  service 
projects. 

•  Second,  we  support  a  change  in 
the  current  copyright  laws.  Most  fund 
raising  activities  undertaken  by 
Posts  or  Departments  frequently  in- 
volve the  use  of  live  music.  As  the  law 
now  stands,  those  entities  must  pay 
copyright  royalty  fees,  which  reduce 
the  funds  they  can  use  in  their  com- 


munity service  projects  and  increase 
administrative  costs.  This  is  one 
more  example  of  a  federal  law  that 
discourages  non-profit  organizations 
from  filling  the  void  left  by  federal 
cuts. 

•  Third,  we  support  a  change  in 
the  tax  laws  concerning  mileage  de- 
ductions for  volunteers.  Many 
Legionnaires  use  their  own  automo- 
biles to  provide  gratuitous  services  to 
numerous  organizations  and  pro- 
jects. Yet,  even  though  these  activi- 
ties are  of  substantial  economic  and 
social  value,  the  mileage  deduction 
allowed  by  the  IRS  is  less  than  half 
that  allowed  in  other  categories.  The 
rapidly  increasing  costs  of  operating 
a  motor  vehicle  has  forced  many  vol- 
unteers to  curtail  their  hours  of  serv- 
ice. It's  time  for  the  Congress  to  bring 
this  category  of  tax  deduction  in  line 
with  the  others  of  a  similar  nature. 

•  And  finally,  perhaps  the  great- 
est hindrance  to  altruistic  endeavors 
is  the  ever  increasing  postal  rate,  the 
effect  of  which  reduces  the  ability  of 
non-profit,  voluntary  organizations 
such  as  The  American  Legion  to  com- 
municate with  those  very  volunteers 
upon  whom  the  government  is  de- 
pending to  reduce  federal  expendi- 
tures. This  is  clearly  a  case  of  being 
penny  wise  and  pound  foolish.  Com- 
munication is  vital;  the  government 
must  help  maintain  those  lines  of 
communication  by  appropriating  suf- 
ficient postal  subsidies  to  allow  non- 
profit publications  to  continue  to  use 
the  U.S.  mails. 

There  they  are:  four  areas  where 
the  government  can  help  itself  by 
helping  the  volunteer  segment.  Presi- 
dent Reagan,  as  a  part  of  his  commit- 
ment to  reducing  the  size  and  expense 
of  the  federal  government,  has  made 
several  nationwide  appeals  to  the 
American  people  to  regenerate  a 
spirit  of  voluntarism.  The  American 
Legion's  response  is  this:  "We  agree 
that  self  help  is  critical  to  America's 
future,  but  we  don't  have  to  regener- 
ate a  spirit  of  voluntarism  within  the 
Legion.  Mr.  President,  we  have  never 
allowed  it  to  die." 

Yes,  we've  got  the  volunteers  and 
we've  got  the  spirit.  Now  the  time  has 
come  for  the  President  and  Congress 
to  ensure  that  voluntarism  flourishes 
nationwide  by  creating  a  climate  con- 
ductive to  its  growth.  Favorable 
action  on  our  four  initiatives,  I  am 
certain,  would  be  a  major  step  for- 
ward in  creating  such  a  climate.  ©

You  can  see  it  from  the  air  when  flying 
into  or  out  of  the  Miami  airport — a 
wide  ribbon  of  blue  water  lying  be- 
tween the  Florida  Keys  and  the 
Biminis.  It  looks  pretty  much  like  any 
other  stretch  of  ocean.  But  you 
wouldn't  believe  the  extraordinary 
things  that  it  does  to  many  places  in 
the  world  and  theimpactithashadon 
your  very  own  life. 

This  is  the  fabled  Gulf  Stream,  a 
Brobdingnagian  river  of  warm  water 
moving  out  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  then 
northeastward  along  the  East  coast 
and  on  across  the  Atlantic.  It  gives 
that  selfsame  Florida  coast  its  million- 
dollar  climate;  in  fact,  it  shapes  the 
climate  and,  thus,  the  economy  and 
culture  of  the  entire  South.  It  causes 
palm  trees  to  grow  in  Ireland  and 
makes  England  the  "green  and  plea- 
sant land"  that  the  poet  rhapsodized 
about.  It  produces  winters  in  Reykjavik, 


Iceland,  that  are  warmer  than  those 
in  New  York  City.  It  keeps  the  port  of 
Hammerfest,  Norway,  which  is  well 
inside  the  Artie  Circle,  open  the  year 
around.  On  the  other  hand,  Riga,  in 
Latvia,  some  800  miles  to  the  south, 
gets  locked  tight  by  winter  ice. 

All  of  northern  Europe — France, 
Germany,  the  Low  Countries,  Eng- 
land— would  lie  sterile  and  undevel- 
oped in  a  perpetual  Ice  Age  were  it  not 
for  the  Gulf  Stream.  Western  man 
would  have  clustered  around  the  Med- 
iterranean. Never  would  there  have 
emerged  the  restless,  creative  spirit  of 
the  northern  Europeans  that  drove 
successive  tides  of  emigration  to  our 
shores  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the 
United  States  of  today.  Indeed,  says 
Dr.  Hans  Leip,  the  German  authority 
on  the  Gulf  Stream,  it  can  be  said  to  be 
responsible  for  "the  whole  of  Western 
civilization." 


Off  Florida,  squirting  through  the 
Bimini  "plug  hole"  as  from  some  enor- 
mous jet  nozzle,  the  Gulf  Stream  flows 
at  the  rate  of  10  billion  gallons  per  sec- 
ond. It  carries  25  times  as  much  water 
as  all  the  rivers  of  the  world  and — at 
its  widest  and  deepest  point,  east  of 
New  England— it  is  the  equal  of  700 
Amazons  or  8,800  Mississippis.  Some 
statistics  junky  figured  out  that  if  all 
the  salt  were  evaporated  from  a  single 
hour's  flow  of  the  Gulf  Stream 
through  the  Florida  Straits,  it  would 
take  100  times  the  total  of  all  sea- 
going vessels  to  carry  the  salt  away. 

Two  more  freaky  statistics:  (1)  If  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  were  emptied  and  the 
Gulf  Stream  poured  in  to  refill  it,  the 
job  would  be  finished  in  68  years;  (2)  If 
the  Gulf  Stream  were  somehow 
diverted  from  a  point  near  New  Eng- 
land to  flood  the  United  States,  in  one 
day  it  would  inundate  the  entire 
nation  to  a  depth  of  4V2  feet.  In  a  year 
this  dampish  country  would  lie 
beneath  1,650  feet  of  water. 

The  temperature  of  the  Gulf  Stream 
runs  upward  of  80  degrees  for  its  first 
400  miles  after  leaving  the  Florida 
Straits.  A  person  can  thus  go  swim- 
ming in  the  Atlantic  in  midwinter  as 
far  as  100  miles  east  of  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay.  The  "great  blue  river"  (the 
expression  comes  from  Ernest  Hem- 
ingway, who  fished  in  the  Gulf 
Stream)  gives  off  in  a  single  year  an 
amount  of  heat  exceeding  that  which 
would  be  forthcoming  from  all  our 
coal,  oil  and  gas  reserves.  The  quan- 
tity of  heat  that  it  transfers  in  simply 
crossing  the  Atlantic  is  more  than  the 
theoretical  output  from  burning  2  mil- 
lion tons  of  coal.  Indeed,  the  amount 
of  heat  the  Gulf  Stream  delivers  to 
Norway  in  a  year  equals  that  produced 
by  burning  as  much  oil  as  could  fill  a 
100,000-ton  supertanker  every  other 
minute  for  that  same  year. 

All  this  aquatic  warmth  creates 
some  wondrously  wacky  effects.  It 
melts  icebergs  at  the  rate  of  15,000 
tons  a  day.  It  enabled  the  captains  of 
early-day  sailing  ships,  ice-covered  as 
they  struggled  through  wintry  seas,  to 
change  course,  nose  into  the  Gulf 
Stream  and  see  all  the  ice  vanish. 

And  then  there  was  the  unnerving

experience  of  the  16th  century  explor- 
er, Sebastian  Cabot.  Sailing  westward 
across  the  Atlantic,  he  discovered  that 
beer  stowed  in  the  hold  of  his  vessel 
had  suddenly  fermented.  Cabot, 
although  he  didn't  know  it  at  the  time, 
had  ventured  into  the  toasty  warm 
Gulf  Stream. 

There  are  places  where  the  stream 
abuts  normally  cold  Atlantic  water 
and  produces  dramatic  contrasts  of 
temperature.  Those  places  can  even  be 
detected  visually,  since  the  water  of 
the  Gulf  Stream  is  bluer  than  the  rest. 
Once  a  naturalist  investigating  the 
"great  blue  river"  off  Cape  Hatteras 
stopped  his  boat  at  a  point  at  which 
the  line  between  Gulf  Stream  and  non-

Gulf  Stream  was  exactly  amidships. 
A  crewman  was  sent  to  the  bow  and 
another  to  the  stern,  each  with  a 
bucket.  A  whistle  was  blown  and  each 
man  dropped  his  bucket  over  the  side 
and  brought  up  some  water.  The  two 
buckets  were  carried  to  the  bridge  and 
the  naturalist  took  their  tempera- 
tures. The  water  from  the  stern — the 
Gulf  Stream  end — was  82  degrees.  The 
water  from  the  bow  was  62. 

The  Gulf  Stream's  currents  do  some 
quirky  things,  too.  In  the  Straits  of 
Florida,  where  the  flow  is  swiftest,  for 
instance,  the  side  of  the  Gulf  Stream 
nearest  Bimini  is  two  feet  higher  than 
the  side  nearest  Miami.  Hence  a 
boater  going  from  Miami  to  the 
Bahamas  has  to  sail  uphill.  (The  rea- 


son is  something  called  the  Coriolis 
Force.  It's  an  aspect  of  the  earth's 
rotation  that  causes  oceanic  streams 
and  currents  to  rotate  clockwise  above 
the  equator  and  counter-clockwise 
below  it.  Lightweight  water  presses 
toward  the  inside  edge  and  heavier 
water  to  the  outside  edge.  A  build-up  of 
light  water  thus  occurs  at  Bimini,  put- 
ting it  two  feet  above  Miami.) 

Ship  captains  plying  the  Atlantic 
make  sure  to  navigate  into  the  Gulf 
Stream  going  north — it  saves  them 
time  and  fuel — and  out  of  it  going 
south.  Look  down  from  an  airplane 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gulf 
Stream  and  you're  liable  to  see  two 
ships  close  together  going  in  opposite 
directions.  You  can  be  fairly  sure  that 
the  edge  of  the  great  current  is  right 
down  the  middle  between  them. 

Once,  back  in  the  1890s,  a  schooner 
was  cut  in  half  when  it  was  rammed 
by  a  steamship.  Thereupon  the  two 
halves  of  the  schooner  parted  com- 
pany, one  floating  south,  the  other 
borne  to  the  north  on  the  Gulf  Stream, 
finally  grounding  on  the  coast  of 
Maine. 

The  great,  implacable  current  car- 
ries a  lot  of  other  miscellaneous  cargo: 
Haitian  refugee  rafts,  a  Puerto  Rican 
sea  wasp  that  can  kill  a  healthy  man 
in  minutes  and  that  curious  jelly  fish 
with  "sails"  (and  a  nasty  sting) 
known  as  the  Portuguese  man-of-war. 
But  the  strangest  migration  may  be 
the  journey  of  the  common  eel.  It 
starts  life  in  the  dark  recesses  of  the 
Sargasso  Sea,  a  great,  still  eddy  of 
seaweed-choked  ocean  lying  east  of 
Bermuda  within  the  swirl  of  the 
Atlantic  currents.  (The  Sargasso,  said 
the  famed  naturalist,  Rachel  Carson, 
"is  so  different  from  any  other  place 
on  earth  that  it  may  well  be  consid- 
ered a  definite  geographic  region.") 
The  eel  leaves  the  Sargasso  and 
migrates  along  the  Gulf  Stream  to 
estuaries  and  mouths  of  rivers  up  and 
down  the  U.S.  east  coast  and  as  far 
away  as  Scandinavia  and  the  Medi- 
terranean. There  it  lives  for  about  20 
years,  until  it  feels  a  mysterious  urge 
to  migrate  back  again,  thousands  of 
miles,  to  the  Sargasso,  there  to  breed 
— and  probably  to  die. 

Far  to  the  north,  off  the  Grand 
Banks  of  Newfoundland,  the  warm 
Gulf  Stream  meets  the  cold  waters  of 
the  southerly  flowing  Labrador  Cur- 
rent. The  aquatic  rendezvous  pro- 
duces what  may  be  the  densest  fog

On  Dec.  21,  1620,  a  little  ship  of 
180  tons  made  landfall  in  the  New 
World  after  a  rough  and  stormy  nine- 
week  voyage  from  England.  The  May- 
flower, with  102  persons  aboard,  in- 
cluding 33  children,  carried  the  Pil- 
grims to  their  new  home  and  laid  the 
cornerstone  of  a  nation. 

Capt.  Christopher  Jones  obligingly 
stood  by  in  Cape  Cod  Bay  throughout 
that  dreadful  first  winter.  But  by 
spring,  with  more  than  half  the  Pil- 
grims and  a  large  number  of  his  crew 
dead  from  the  hardships  of  the  New 
England  winter,  Jones  set  sail  for 
England. 

Few  paid  any  attention  to  Mayflow- 
er's return.  She  was,  perhaps,  the  least 
conspicuous  of  the  40  or  50  vessels 
that  set  sail  for  America  every  year 
with  settlers,  or  to  fish. 

In  1624,  Mayflower  was  declared 
"in  ruins"  and  sold.  With  that,  the 
ship  passed  into  oblivion,  not  to  be 
noticed  again  for  three  centuries. 

Few  Americans  are  aware  that  the 
Mayflower,  one  of  the  most  famous 
ships  in  this  nation's  history,  still 
lives — as  part  of  a  barn  in  the  tiny 
English  village  of  Jordans,  Bucking- 
hamshire. There  it  stands  in  the  midst 
of  the  pristine  beech  woods  of  the  Chil- 
terns,  about  an  hour's  journey  from 
London. 

For  more  than  300  years  she  has 
lain  upside  down  on  a  brick  floor,  her 
hull  serving  as  the  roof  of  a  barn 
owned  by  the  Society  of  Friends.  The 
original  coat  of  red  paint  has  long 
since  disappeared,  but  the  sturdy  oak 
timbers  are  still  solid.  The  curved 
beams  of  her  hull  are  bleached  white 
and  stand  out  like  the  skeletal  ribs  of 
an  enormous  whale. 

But  how  did  the  remains  of  May- 
flower end  up  as  a  barn  in  this  rolling 
countryside?  And  how  do  we  know,  for 
sure,  that  these  are  the  remains  of  the 
Pilgrims'  ship? 

The  tradition  that  this  barn  was 
fashioned  from  the  Mayflower  is  gen- 
erations old  in  the  neighborhood.  Just 
to  make  sure,  a  group  of  experts 
launched  an  exhaustive  historical 
detective  hunt  that  dug  up  enough  evi- 


dence to  convince  everyone  of  its 
authenticity. 

First,  they  discovered  a  450-year-old 
bill  of  sale  stating  that  the  vessel  was 
sold  to  a  Buckinghamshire  farmer 
named  William  Russell.  It  brought 
only  $384  in  the  transaction,  at  cur- 
rent rates  of  exchange.  Its  five  great 
anchors  went  for  less  than  $100.  The 
set  of  sails  brought  $45  and  "ye  pitch 
pot  and  kettle"  were  knocked  down  for 
$1.90.  The  spars  were  donated  to  the 
nearby  town  of  Abingdon  and  used  in 
the  construction  of  their  Congrega- 
tional Church,  which  is  still  in  use. 

Russell  reassembled  the  Mayflower 
as  a  livestock  shelter,  then  proceeded 
to  sell  it,  along  with  the  adjoining 
farmhouse,  to  the  Quakers. 

The  old  farm  kitchen  and  barn  were 
built  a  year  or  so  after.  On  one  of  the 
beams  in  the  barn  one  can  easily  deci- 
pher the  letters  "R  HAR  I,"  which 
experts  conclude  is  all  that  remains  of 
the  words  "Mayflower  Harwich." 

Possibly  the  most  conclusive  bit  of 
evidence  is  found  in  the  diary  of  Wil- 
liam Bradford,  who  recorded  every 
detail  of  the  ship's  voyage  to  America. 
Bradford  described  a  terrible  storm 
that,  at  its  height,  cracked  one  of  the 
beams  amidship.  A  great  iron  screw  of 
a  printing  press  stored  in  the  ship's 
hold  was  set  in  position  to  bolster  the 
sagging  beam,  enabling  the  vessel  to 
continue  on  her  journey  to  the  New 
World. 

In  the  Mayflower  barn  there  is  a 
15-foot  crack  in  one  of  the  beams  sup- 
porting the  roof,  which  corresponds 
exactly  to  the  precise  description 
given  in  Bradford's  diary. 

American  promoters  have  attempted 
several  times  to  purchase  the  histori- 
cal monument  from  the  Quakers  and 
move  it  to  the  United  States.  Each 
offer  has  been  refused.  Perhaps  it's 
just  as  well. 

There  are  far  worse  places  where  the 
Mayflower  might  have  ended  her 
days.  In  fact,  looking  at  the  English 
countryside  falling  away  in  all  direc- 
tions from  the  barn,  one  thinks  the 
Pilgrims  could  hardly  have  wished  for 
a  more  fitting  "harbor"  for  the  brave 
little  vessel  that  carried  them  safely  to 
America  more  than  350  years  ago.  O 
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What  Unemployment  Means 

Things  aren't  as  bleak  as  they  were  in  1932,  the  depth  of  the  Great  Depres- 
sion, when  the  jobless  rate  was  23.6  percent.  Eighty-six  thousand  businesses 
went  bankrupt  and  273,000  families  were  evicted  from  their  homes.  But 
that's  cold  comfort  for  today's  jobless. 

Even  corporate  bankruptcies  are  rising  to  scary  heights.  Already  they  are 
running  more  than  50  percent  ahead  of  1981  and,  if  the  rate  continues  at  its 
present  pace,  more  companies  will  fold  than  ever  before  in  history.  And  that 
includes  the  Depression  years.  The  meaning  is  only  too  plain  and  painful. 
There  are  now  10  million  jobless  in  America,  and  counting. 

By  the  time  you  read  this,  the  numbers  may  be  still  higher.  In  summer,  the 
unemployment  rate  hit  9.8  percent,  the  worst  in  40  years,  and  every  gauge 
indicates  it's  not  about  to  improve  yet.  The  increase  of  just  a  single  percen- 
tage point  means  that  another  million  people  lose  their  paychecks. 

A  major,  yet  little-known  study  by  a  special  Congressional  committee, 
covering  a  33-year  period,  reveals  some  staggering  statistics  of  the  human 
toll  exacted  by  being  tossed  out  of  work.  The  committee  found  that  every  1 
percent  rise  in  unemployment  results  in: 

•  A  4.1  percent  jump  in  suicides, 

•  A  3.4  percent  rise  in  admissions  to  state  mental  institutions, 

•  A  4  percent  rise  in  prison  admissions, 

•  A  5.7  percent  rise  in  homicides, 

•  And  a  2  percent  increase  in  overall  death  rate. 

Explains  Dr.  Herbert  M.  Adler,  professor  of  psychiatry  at  Jefferson  Medi- 
cal College  in  Philadelphia:  "That's  because  in  America  we  have  been 
telling  people  that  their  value  as  a  human  being  lies  in  their  working  ability 
and  industriousness,  and  now  we're  not  giving  them  jobs.  It  follows  that 
being  out  of  work  can  bring  about  a  loss  of  self-esteem.  Employment  provides 
structure,  permitting  us  to  plug  into  socially  acceptable  behavior.  If  an 
individual  is  made  to  feel  useless  and  worthless,  he  will  feel  like  killing 
himself,  or  others.  His  internal  organs  will  not  function  properly.  He  can 
become  a  risk  to  himself  and  to  society." 

Already  family  counselors  are  reporting  more  cases  of  marital  failures. 
Typical  is  the  case  of  George  R.,  who  lost  his  job  and  was  forced  to  move 
from  his  comfortable  eight-room  split-level  house  into  a  small  apartment. 
Quarrels  erupted  when  his  wife  became  embittered  and  humiliated  at  their 
lowered  status.  The  marriage  is  now  in  a  divorce  court. 

In  the  Northeast,  Ralph  T.,  a  "furloughed"  engineer,  told  a  caseworker  at  a 
Family  Service  Association  of  America  clinic:  "My  wife  and  I  snap  at  each 
other  all  day  long.  The  kids  are  resentful  because  we've  had  to  cut  back  so 
much  on  their  clothes  and  things.  We  used  to  be  a  happy  family.  I  don't  know 
how  it's  going  to  end  if  I  don't  get  work  soon." 

That's  not  the  worst  either. 

In  the  Midwest,  Robert  B.,  a  carpenter  for  25  years,  stopped  off  at  a  bar 
before  going  home  after  a  fruitless  day  of  job  hunting.  Upon  his  arrival,  his 
wife  told  him  the  phone  had  just  been  cut  off  and  the  car  repossessed.  An 
argument  followed  that  soon  escalated  into  a  name-calling  battle. 
Depressed,  frustrated  and  half  intoxicated,  he  flew  into  a  rage  and  struck 
her.  When  his  10-year-old  son  intervened,  he  flunghim  aside  and  stalked  out 
leaving  them  both  weeping.  Three  days  later,  he  was  found  semiconscious  in 
an  alcoholic  ward  of  the  county  hospital. 

"Sadly,  the  incident  is  not  unique,"  says  Dr.  Robert  Rice,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Family  Service  Association  of  America,  which  has  hundreds  of 
agencies  around  the  nation.  "We  are  noting  a  significant  rise  of  actual 
violence  within  families.  When  they  are  out  of  work,  people  may  lash  out, 
verbally  and  physically,  out  of  the  depths  of  their  despair . . .  unable  to 
contribute  to  their  families'  support.  A  minor  slight,  a  wrong  look,  may 
ignite  a  fuse,  then  the  explosion  can  wreck  a  family." 

Having  a  plan  to  deal  with  the  unthinkable— losing  your  job— can  help 
soften  the  blow  and  hasten  your  return  to  meaningful  employment.

All  men  and  women  who  work  for  a 
living — 99.5  million,  according  to  the 
latest  figures  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Labor— have  at  least  one 
thing  in  common:  they  could  lose  their 
jobs.  And  each  of  us  should  begin 
making  plans  right  now  to  cope  with 
this  traumatic  emergency.  To  do  less, 
even  in  relatively  stable  times,  would 
be  playing  Russian  roulette  with  our 
economic  survival. 
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Lose  Your  Job 


That's  what  this  article  is  all  about: 
giving  a  detailed  action  plan  for  hand- 
ling the  crisis  of  joblessness  and  all  its 
ramifications  if  the  day  comes  when 
your  paycheck  stops  or  your  small 
business  turns  belly  up. 

Underscore  this  point:  it  might  not 
hit  your  home,  your  job.  Yet,  it  would 
be  gambling  blithely  in  a  fool's  para- 
dise not  to  ponder  these  numbers:  a 
Labor  Department  spokesman  points 
out  that  this  year  one  in  every  four 
workers — 25  percent — will  experience 


a  "spell  of  unemployment,"  which 
means  the  total  number  of  permanent 
or  temporary  jobless  could  hit  25  mil- 
lion in  1982! 

Psychologist  Dr.  Joyce  Brothers 
points  out  that  just  the  fear  of  what 
might  happen  "can  affect  your  health 
and  increase  the  likelihood  that  you 
will  lose  your  job."  She  has  found  that 
as  rumors  ping-pong  around  the  office 
or  plant,  more  and  more  employees 
are  suffering  advance  cases  of  "pink 
slip  syndrome."  All  the  more  reason  to 
have  a  contingency  plan  to  provide  a 
little  extra  peace  of  mind. 

How,  then,  do  you  soften  the  finan- 
cial and  emotional  impact  if  your  bus- 
iness fails  or  the  dreaded  pink  slip 
shows  up  in  your  pay  envelope?  The 
overarching  point  to  remember  is  job 
losers  are  a  lot  better  protected  now  by 
government  and  private  income 
security  setups  than  previously. 

There  are  safety  nets,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  that  many  more  wives  are 
working  today  than  ever  before. 
Because  of  the  growth  of  service 
industries,  most  women,  the  majority 
of  whom  are  employed  in  these  jobs, 
are  less  likely  to  lose  their  jobs  than 
men.  Of  course,  many  of  these  service 
jobs,  such  as  those  in  retail  stores  or 
fast-food  restaurants,  are  not  union- 
ized and  the  pay  is  low — but  it's  still 
money  coming  in. 

Your  action  plan  to  survive  a  layoff 
or  lopoff  has  to  start  with  Phase  One: 
knowing  the  resources  that  can  help 
you  through  the  rough  times.  Here's  a 
rundown  on  what's  available  in 
immediate  dollars.  Some  may  not  be 
news,  others  will.  The  point  is  to  have 
all  these  facts  at  hand  so  that  (1)  you 
may  act  immediately  when  the  time 
comes,  and  (2)  know  how  much  money 
you  can  count  on,  and  for  how  long. 

There  are  three  major  sources: 

1.  Unemployment  insurance 

Eligibility  rules  have  been  tightened, 
but  this  is  still  your  first  line  of 
defense.  Most  states  provide  26  weeks 
of  jobless  pay  based  on  length  of 
employment  and  previous  earnings, 
and  ranging  from  $90  a  week  in  Ala- 
bama to  $234  in  Massachusetts.  Some 
states  still  add  an  extra  13  weeks,  trig- 
gered in  when  the  jobless  rate  hits  a 
certain  point,  but  that  point  has  been 
raised.  (See  accompanying  box.) 

Servicemen  who  do  not  re-enlist 
used  to  be  eligible  for  benefits,  but 
under  regulations  (recently  changed) 
they  could  not  collect.

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New  Mission  For  A 

Special  Breed 

Today's  Green  Berets  face  the  challenge  of  being  point  men 
in  America's  unconventional  war  against  Communist  expansion

The  enemy  struck  without  warning  in  the  predawn  dark- 
ness. Camp  Nam  Dong,  a  remote  outpost  in  the  high- 
lands of  South  Vietnam,  had  been  hit  on  all  sides  by  a 
reinforced  battalion  of  North  Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong 
regulars.  Only  a  miracle,  it  seemed,  could  save  the  camp 
and  its  heavily  outnumbered  American  and  South  Viet- 
namese defenders. 

But  it  was  early  in  the  Vietnam  War  and  the  attackers 
didn't  know  what  they  were  getting  into  on  that  morning 
of  July  6,  1964.  Camp  Nam  Dong's  defense  was  led  by 
soldiers  wearing  green  berets  and  fighting  like  hell. 

For  the  first  few  minutes,  it  was  touch  and  go.  Enemy 
mortars  had  set  the  camp's  ammunition  storehouse  on 
fire.  Rallying  his  men,  Capt.  H.  C.  Donlon,  Nam  Dong's 
CO.,  swiftly  supervised  removal  of  the  threatened 
ammo.  Then,  for  the  next  five  desperate  hours,  he 
directed  the  defenders  in  repulsing  wave  after  wave  of 
enemy  attacks. 

Donlon's  Medal  of  Honor  citation  noted  the  captain's 
"conspicuous  gallantry,  extraordinary  heroism  and  in- 
trepidity at  the  risk  of  his  own  life  above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty..."  It  was  no  exaggeration. 

During  the  initial  assault,  Donlon  gunned  down  three 
enemy  sappers  as  they  got  set  to  blow  open  the  main 
gate.  Then,  moving  about  the  camp's  perimeter  under 
constant  mortar,  grenade  and  small-arms  fire,  the  cap- 
tain kept  beleaguered  gun  positions  going  by  hauling  in 
fresh  weapons  and  ammunition  and  helping  to  evacuate 
the  wounded. 

Though  Donlon  had  suffered  severe  wounds,  he  re- 
fused to  take  cover.  "As  he  bravely  continued  to  move 
around  the  perimeter,"  read  the  citation,  "a  mortar  shell 
exploded,  wounding  him  again,  this  time  in  the  face  and 


body.  As  the  long-awaited  daylight  brought  defeat  to  the 
enemy  forces  and  their  retreat  back  to  the  jungle  leaving 
behind  54  of  their  dead,  many  weapons  and  grenades, 
Capt.  Donlon  immediately  reorganized  his  defenses  and 
administered  first  aid  to  the  wounded.  His  dynamic 
leadership,  fortitude  and  valiant  efforts  inspired  not  only 
the  American  personnel,  but  the  friendly  Vietnamese  de- 
fenders as  well  and  resulted  in  the  successful  defense  of 
the  camp." 

Donlon's  Medal  of  Honor  was  the  first  such  award 
since  the  Korean  War.  His  Green  Beret  detachment  re- 
ceived a  total  of  33  U.S.  and  South  Vietnamese  decora- 
tions for  the  Nam  Dong  action.  It  was  but  one  of  many 
bitter  battles  fought  and  won  by  men  of  the  5th  Special 
Forces  Group:  Dong  Xoai,  Loc  Ninh,  Chau  Phu,  Don 
Luan,  Lang  Vei,  Cai  Cai,  Dak  Seang  and  a  host  of  other 
once-remembered  hot  spots. 

In  another  typical  action,  a  reinforced  regiment  of  VC 
attacked  a  Special  Forces  detachment  at  Dong  Xoai  on 
June  9,  1965,  but  was  thrown  back  after  14  hours  of  fierce 
fighting  that  left  the  camp  littered  with  enemy  bodies. 
2nd  Lt.  Charles  Q.  Williams,  the  detachment's  executive 
officer,  won  the  Medal  of  Honor  for  "conspicuous  gallan- 
try." Wounded  four  times,  he  was  on  the  last  Medivac 
chopper  to  leave  the  scene.  In  other  actions,  airborne 
units  of  the  Green  Berets  carried  out  strikes  deep  behind 
enemy  lines. 

By  the  time  the  5th  was  ordered  back  to  its  home  base 
at  Ft.  Bragg,  N.C.,  in  March  1971,  after  nearly  a  decade 
of  combat,  it  had  won  the  war's  greatest  collection  of 
awards:  16  Medals  of  Honor,  7  given  posthumously;  84 
Distinguished  Service  Crosses  and  one  DSM;  814  Silver 
Stars;  235  Legions  of  Merit;  46  Flying  Crosses;  232 
Soldier's  Medals  and  13,234  Bronze  Stars.  Men  of  the  5th 
also  were  awarded  a  total  of  2,559  Purple  Hearts,  some  of 
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them  collecting  a  dozen  or  more  each.  To  the  Group's 
colors  were  attached  the  streamers  of  13  campaigns. 

This  year  marks  the  30th  anniversary  of  the  Special 
Forces,  known  since  Vietnam  as  the  Green  Berets. 
Today,  they  have  a  new  mission:  assisting  threatened 
Free  World  nations  in  the  kill-or-be-killed  art  of  counter- 
insurgency— "low  intensity  conflict"  in  Pentagonese. 
But  for  veteran  Green  Berets,  Vietnam  was  the  proving 
ground  and  the  trial  by  fire.  It  also  was  a  time  of  pride 
and  of  bitterness,  of  missions  accomplished  and  objec- 
tives misunderstood,  of  battles  won  and  of  victory 
denied. 

Like  other  Americans  who  served  in  that  most  trauma- 
tic and  ill-defined  of  wars,  the  Special  Forces  only  now 
are  emerging  from  the  limbo  in  which  our  military  found 
itself  after  Vietnam.  Romanticized  and  exploited  by 
Hollywood,  while  mercilessly  maligned  by  others  as 
"psychotic  killers,"  the  Green  Berets  suffered  their 
greatest  loss  of  image.  Today,  a  decade  later,  and  as  the 
nation  again  looks  to  its  defenses,  the  scars  are 


healing  but  the  memories  remain. 

Donlon,  now  a  colonel  in  the  Special  Forces,  exempli- 
fies the  Green  Berets'  new  look-ahead  spirit.  He's  under- 
going training  as  a  foreign-area  officer  while  studying 
for  a  master's  degree.  "For  me,"  he  said  in  an  interview, 
"the  saddest  commentary  on  our  Vietnam  effort  was  the 
lack  of  support  from  the  home  front.  It  left  many  of  us 
feeling  out  in  the  cold.  But  there's  no  doubt  new  perspec- 
tives are  emerging.  There's  been  a  turn-around  for  the 
better  in  the  nation's  attitude  and,  for  us,  a  renewed 
sense  of  pride." 

The  Special  Forces  went  to  Vietnam  in  the  early  1960s, 
gung  ho  for  action.  Theirs  was  the  tradition  of  such 
World  War  II  predecessors  as  Col.  William  "Wild  Bill" 
Donovan's  cloak-and-dagger  OSS — Office  of  Strategic 
Services — which  created  havoc  behind  enemy  lines; 
"Merrill's  Marauders,"  who  gave  the  Japanese  fits  in 
northern  Burma;  and  the  six  U.S.  Army  Ranger  bat- 
talions that  did  commando  duty  in  both  Europe

Glorious  food— 
shaper  of  history, 
cultural  phenomenon— 
and  it's  so  darn  tasty! 

(Most  of  the  time)

The  dictionary,  singularly  unimagi- 
native, defines  food  as  a  nourishing 
substance  taken  into  the  body  to  sus- 
tain life — true  enough  but  as  inade- 
quate a  description  as  saying  that 
Einstein  was  good  at  math.  Nourish- 
ing the  body  is  only  a  warm  up  pitch 
over  the  dinner  plate.  Food  also  hits 
the  strike  zone  as  nourishment  of  the 
spirit,  shaper  of  history,  social  preoc- 
cupation, cultural  phenomenon  and 
grab  bag  of  surprises.  It  is  the  only 
thing  man  elaborates  into  a  creation 
intended  solely  for  destruction  by  its 
admirers,  a  thing  that  sets  him 
apart  from  other  animals  because  he 
alone  cooks  his  food  and  will  eat  when 
not  hungry. 

Food  has  built  empires,  and  has  lost 
them.  A  single  lunch  cost  Napoleon 
his  when  in  1813  he  retreated  from  an 
outnumbered  enemy  in  Germany 
because,  suffering  stomach  pains 
after  eating  an  over-garlicky  stew,  he 
mistakenly  assumed  he  had  been  poi- 
soned. That  critical  withdrawal  led  to 
ultimate  disaster  for  him.  Seeking 
food,  not  continents,  explorers  stum- 
bled into  the  New  World,  when  all  they 
were  looking  for  was  a  new  route  to  the 
spices  of  Asia.  The  first  distinctly 
American  word  coined  by  settlers  in 
the  New  World  was  a  food  term: 
chowder;  and  the  first  holiday  they 
created  was  a  celebration  of  food: 
Thanksgiving.  And  it  was  food  that 
caused  the  third  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  to  become  a  criminal. 

Before  he  entered  the  White  House, 
Thomas  Jefferson  served  as  U.S.  Min- 
ister to  France  in  1784,  where  his  most 
urgent  task  was  establishing  an 
export  market  for  American  goods. 

He  could  arouse  French  interest  in 
only  one  product,  rice  from  the  planta- 
tions of  Carolina  and  Georgia.  But 
during  the  Revolution,  the  British 
occupying  Charleston  and  Savannah 
had  shipped  all  of  America's  rice, 
including  seed  stocks,  to  England. 
Now,  without  seed,  America  could  not 
produce  for  the  French  market.  While 
wrestling  with  his  problem,  Jefferson 
learned  of  a  new,  improved  Italian 
strain  of  rice;  however,  to  prevent  its 
cultivation  by  competing  nations 
Italy  prohibited  foreign  exports, 
imposing  harsh  penalties  for  viola- 
tion of  the  ban.  Undaunted,  Jefferson 
went  to  Italy,  obtained  two  sacks  of 
the  grain  and  successfully  smuggled 
out  his  contraband.  Jefferson's  illicit 
rice  was  the  feedstock  that  revitalized 
America's  languishing  plantations. 
(A  colleague— Col.  David  Humphrey, 
first  U.S.  Minister  to  Spain — was  a  fel- 
low food-smuggler;  he  spirited  100  of 
Spain's  superior  Merino  sheep  across 


the  border  to  Portugal  where  he 
loaded  them  aboard  a  U.S. -bound 
vessel.) 

Jefferson  looms  large  at  America's 
dinner  table.  An  ice-cream  freak,  after 
he  became  President  his  consistent 
serving  of  the  frozen  confection  at  the 
White  House  helped  shape  the  nation's 
enduring  love  affair  with  it.  Not  con- 
tent to  let  matters  rest  there,  Jefferson 
made  a  good  thing  even  better  by 
inventing  the  baked  Alaska.  (Our 
first  President  was  also  an  ice  cream 
enthusiast;  in  1790  alone  George 
Washington's  bill  for  ice  cream  was 
$200,  a  considerable  sum  in  the  days 
before  the  shrunken  dollar.)  Not  yet 
finished  expanding  food  horizons, 
Jefferson  turned  his  attention  next  to 
the  tomato. 

Ever  since  16th-century  explorers 
had  discovered  the  tomato  in  South 
America,  people  had  shunned  the 
plant,  convinced  its  fruit  was  poison- 
ous. Finally,  after  200  years,  a  few  ven- 
turesome Europeans  mustered  enough 
courage  to  eat  tomatoes.  Though  they 
suffered  no  ill  effects,  the  skeptics 
remained  unconvinced. 

But  Jefferson,  always  innovative 
and  unburdened  by  timidity,  planted 
tomatoes  as  a  food  crop,  the  first 
American  to  do  so.  Despite  his  enthu- 
siasm, widespread  acceptance  was

slow  in  coming;  lingering  fear  of  the 
plant  did  not  die  out  until  well  into 
the  19th  century. 

If  the  world  was  long  afraid  of  some 
foods,  it  was  often  quick  to  entrust  its 
digestive  tract  to  others  that  would  be 
an  instant  turn  off  at  most  dining 
tables.  The  ancient  Chinese  relished 
wolf,  wildcat,  locusts,  owls,  grubs, 
snakes  and  rhinoceros.  Persians 
dined  on  roast  camel  hump,  zebra  and 
ostrich,  while  Romans  savored  cows' 
udders,  sea  nettles,  cranes,  flamingo 
tongues  and  dormice.  And  American 
settlers  often  smacked  their  lips  over 
muskrat,  beaver  tail,  moose  nose, 
opossum,  porcupine  liver  and  coot. 

In  some  quarters  things  haven't 
changed  all  that  much  in  the  interven- 
ing years.  Today's  Chinese  savor 
birds'  nests — especially  the  white 
ones  made  entirely  of  the  saliva  of  a 
species  of  starling — and  1,000  year- 
old  duck  eggs,  which  are  actually 
about  50  days  old  and  are  made  by 
allowing  the  eggs  to  ferment  in  a  mix 
of  lime,  ash,  mud  and  straw.  A  deli- 
cacy in  Russia  is  bears'  paws;  in 


northern  Italy  it  is  smoked  donkey;  in 
Spain  it  is  barnacles  and  in  Mexico  it 
is  grasshopper— toasted,  fried  or 
broiled.  Ants'  eggs  and  stuffed  frog 
rank  high  in  Laos,  while  in  Belgium  it 
is  a  dish  made  with  hare's  blood  and 
in  Bali  one  made  with  turtle  blood;  in 
Australia  it  is  kangaroo  tail,  in  South 
America  it  is  iguana,  and  in  the  Sey- 
chelles it  is  flying  fox,  a  bat-like  crea- 
ture. An  exclusive  Paris  delicatessen 
provides  customers  with  python,  ele- 
phant trunk  and  crocodile,  while  an 
American-owned  restaurant  in  Bel- 
gium serves  rattlesnake,  alligator  and 
monkey.  Even  Washington's  staid 
Smithsonian  Institution  greeted 
guests  at  a  recent  reception  with  cook- 
ies baked  of  ground  mealworms. 
Enthusiasm  for  the  offering  can  best 
be  described  as  restrained. 


What  it  all  goes  to  prove  is  that 
Lucretius,  the  Roman  poet,  knew 
what  he  was  talking  about  more  than 
2,000  years  ago  when  he  said,  "What 
is  food  to  one  man  may  be  fierce  poi- 
son to  others."  But  if  one  man's  dinner 
bell  is  another's  warning  buzzer,  few 
dispute  that  the  table  is  a  focus  of 
man's  attention. 

Only  100  years  after  Lucretius,  a  fel- 
low Roman,  Apicius,  demonstrated 
forcefully  just  how  serious  culinary 
concerns  can  become.  Famed  through- 
out Rome  for  his  sumptuous  ban- 
quets, Apicius  offered  guests  only  the 
finest,  most  luxurious  foods,  all  of 
them  prepared  exquisitely.  The  ex- 
travagance of  his  table  was  such  a 
financial  drain  that  eventually  he 
was  forced  to  face  reality:  he  could  no 
longer  afford  the  cost.  Lowering  his 
standards  was  unthinkable  to  Apicius 
so  he  opted  for  what  he  considered  the 
only  honorable  alternative  for  a  true

Courier  From  Warsaw,  by  Jan 

Nowak.  Wayne  State  University 
Press  Pubs.,  $24.95.  The  Polish 
underground  fought  the  Nazis  at 
home  during  WWII  without  ever  for- 
getting that  a  more  threatening 
enemy — the  Soviet  Union — loomed  at 
their  borders.  The  Soviets,  of  course, 
were  awaiting  the  moment  when  they 
could  assert  their  own  domination 
over  the  Poles.  The  author,  a  courier 
between  the  underground  and  the 
Polish  government  in  exile  in  Lon- 
don, was  at  the  center  of  intrigue  be- 
tween the  Allies  and  the  Soviets  over 
the  disposition  of  Poland  at  war's 
end.  He  recounts  a  tale  that,  on  one 
level,  graphically  depicts  the  fighting 
spirit  of  the  Polish  underground  dur- 
ing the  war.  Of  greater  importance, 
perhaps,  is  that  the  book  serves  as  a 
primer  for  those  seeking  the  basis  of 
Poland's  enmity  with  the  Soviet 
Union;  an  enmity  that  continues 
today  in  that  nation's  "Solidarity" 
movement. 

Countdown  Zero,  by  Thomas  H. 
Saffer  and  Orville  E.  Kelly,  G.P.  Put- 
nam, Pubs.,  $15.95.  The  authors, 
both  military  veterans  exposed  to 
atomic  bomb  tests  and  founders  of 
the  National  Association  of  Atomic 
Veterans,  have  written  a  scathing  in- 
dictment of  a  government  that  made 
"human  safety  the  lowest  priority" 
during  the  tests.  Kelly  has  since  died 
from  the  cancer  the  government 
acknowledged  could  be  traced  to  his 
exposure  to  radiation  during  the 
tests.  It  is  a  story  of  these  veterans' 
fight  (with  Legion  help)  to  make  the 
government  accept  responsibility  for 
those  countless  veterans  who  are  fall- 
ing victim  to  a  plague  of  incurable 
cancers  and  undiagnosed  diseases. 

Black  History  &  Achievement  in 
America,  by  Karlton  Stuart.

It  contains  information 
on  black  history,  religion,  the  mili- 
tary and  organizations,  among  other 
areas.

bank  in  the  world — one  that  greatly 
menaced  shipping  until  the  invention 
of  radar.  On  July  4, 1898,  for  instance, 
the  French  liner  La  Bourgogne  collided 
in  the  fog  with  the  Cromartyshire,  out 
of  Nova  Scotia.  Of  the  725  people 
aboard  the  liner,  561  perished. 

An  expert  on  the  Gulf  Stream  calls 
that  joining  of  warm  water  with  cold 
off  Newfoundland  "one  of  the  greatest 
clashes  of  natural  forces  on  the 
globe,"  and  a  major  consequence  of 
the  Labrador-Gulf  Stream  conver- 
gence is  to  create  probably  the  earth's 
most  prodigious  fishery. 

What  happens  is  this:  the  warm- 
and-cold  collision  churns  the  ocean 
water  to  an  enormous  turbulence. 
Vegetation  from  the  sea  floor  mixes 
with  floating  plankton  and  sea  water 
chemicals  to  form  a  nutritious  broth 
that  covets  150,000  square  miles,  an 
area  twice  as  large  as  New  England. 
Fish  flock  there  to  feed.  And  where 
you  have  fish  in  large  quantities,  you 
have  fishermen  in  similarly  large 
quantities. 

The  big  fish  in  that  particular  part 
of  the  sea  is  the  cod.  Early-day  fisher- 
men found  it  uniquely  useful  as  a  food 
source,  rich  without  being  oily,  high  in 
protein,  receptive  to  being  smoked 
and  cured  and,  thus,  shipped  long  dis- 
tances without  refrigeration.  So  the 
ubiquitous  cod  became  the  linchpin  of 
the  New  England  economy.  "But  for 
the  codfish,"  wrote  one  historian,  "the 
Puritans  would  never  have  set  their 
faces  toward  New  England." 

The  early  Pilgrims  who  fished  the 
Grand  Banks  for  cod  had  no  way  of 
knowing  that  the  source  of  their  pisca- 
torial provender  was  the  Gulf  Stream. 
The  words  weren't  even  in  the  Pilgrim 
lexicon,  although  the  mighty  current 
had  been  inadvertently  discovered  as 
early  as  1513  by  Ponce  de  Leon. 
Searching  for  the  Fountain  of  Youth, 
he  sailed  west  from  Puerto  Rico,  found 
Florida  instead  and  then  turned  his 
three  small  ships  southward.  What  he 
didn't  know  was  that  he  had  blund- 
ered into  the  Gulf  Stream.  But  he 
knew  something  strange  was  happen- 
ing. His  ships  couldn't  make  headway 
despite  a  northerly  wind.  Two  of  them 
dropped  anchor  and  managed  to  hang 
in  there.  The  third  was  swept  out  of 
sight. 

It  remained  for  that  man  of  many 
parts,  Benjamin  Franklin,  to  figure 
out  what  was  going  on.  He  was  post- 
master general  of  the  colonies  at  the 
time  (1769).  The  Boston  Board  of  Com- 
mons had  complained  to  the  Lords  of 


the  Treasury  in  London  that  it  was 
taking  two  weeks  longer  for  mail 
packets  to  get  from  Falmouth,  Eng- 
land, to  New  York  than  from  London 
to  Providence,  R.I.  Franklin  consulted 
a  whaling  captain,  who  said  whalers 
had  known  for  a  long  time  that  there 
was  this  peculiar  current  in  the  Atlan- 
tic. They  avoided  it  going  westward 
and  picked  it  up  going  east  in  order  to 
go  faster.  The  pokey  packets  sailing 
from  England  to  America  were  obvi- 
ously bucking  the  Gulf  Stream  as  it 
coursed  on  its  route  eastward,  while 
the  faster  transports  were  merely 
crossing  it  as  it  still  traveled  due 
North. 

Franklin  forthwith  charted  the 
great  current  and  gave  it  its  name.  He 
surmised  that  it  originated  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  just  possibly  from  cracks  in 
the  sea  bottom.  Others  theorized  that 
it  was  the  confluence  of  all  land  rivers 
emptying  into  the  Gulf  and  moving 
out  to  sea  from  there. 

In  point  of  fact,  while  the  Gulf 
Stream  originates  in  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico, it  doesn't,  really.  It's  an  extension 
of  several  major  ocean  currents  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  Much  of  the 
water  borne  on  those  currents  con- 
verges at  the  Yucatan  Channel  and 
flows  through  the  Gulf  and  then  north 
to  the  Straits  of  Florida,  which  are  so 
narrow  that  a  fast  "head"  of  water 
builds  up.  And,  as  every  schoolboy 
learns,  or  is  supposed  to,  all  ocean  cur- 
rents are  caused  by  those  two  great 
forces  dominating  life  on  earth — the 
heat  of  the  sun  and  the  rotation  of  the 
globe. 

The  research  that  Ben  Franklin 
began  213  years  ago  goes  on  today. 
The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  is  using  remote  sen- 
sors to  measure  the  boundary  and 
magnitude  of  the  Gulf  Stream  from 
space.  Resultant  data  may  lead  to 
more  effective  use  of  coastal  waters  to 
cool  nuclear  power  plants.  It  also  will 
come  in  handy  in  the  building  of  off- 
shore drilling  rigs  and  construction  of 
airports  on  man-made  islands  among 
other  applications. 

A  few  years  ago  Jacques  Piccard, 
the  Swiss  oceanographer,  sailed  a 
1,500-mile  "drift  mission"  along  the 
Gulf  Stream  from  Florida  to  Nova 
Scotia  in  a  50-foot  submarine  aptly 
called  the  Ben  Franklin.  Two  support 
ships  accompanying  him  had  to  sail 
backward — propelling  forward  all 
the  while — to  keep  from  outdistancing 
him.

Stream  wasn't  "merely  one  flood  of 
water,  but  several  swirling,  colliding, 
meandering  torrents  tumbling  north- 
ward." 

Some  odd  things  happened  on  the 
mission.  The  Ben  Franklin  got  caught 
in  a  whirlpool  600  feet  below  and  had 
to  surface  to  extricate  itself.  The  crew 
spotted  a  30-foot  jellyfish  with  tenta- 
cles four  inches  thick — almost  cer- 
tainly the  reigning  mammoth  of  its 
species.  And  the  Ben  Franklin  came 
under  attack  from  two  broadbilled 
swordfish  that  may  have  thought  it 
was  a  whale  trespassing  on  their  turf. 
Neither  the  sub  nor  the  swordfish  sus- 
tained any  damage. 

No  small  part  of  the  research  into 
the  Gulf  Stream  has  as  its  raison  d'etre 
the  exploitation  of  the  mighty  current 
to  improve  human  life.  Once,  years 
ago,  someone  thought  up  the  idea  of 
building  a  huge  jetty  out  into  the 
Atlantic  from  Newfoundland.  That 
would  block  off  the  cold  Labrador  cur- 
rent and  let  the  Gulf  Stream  flo.w  unim- 
peded, warming  the  Nova  Scotian  and 
New  England  coasts  and  other  Atlan- 
tic regions.  Congress  even  considered 
appropriating  money  for  it,  but  never 
got  around  to  doing  so. 

Harnessing  the  Gulf  Stream  for 
power  is  another  hardy  perennial 
among  engineering  brainstorms.  And 
it  may  prove  to  be  more  than  a  brain- 
storm. As  recently  as  1980,  the  U.S 
Department  of  Energy  anted  up  a 
quarter-million  dollars  for  research 
for  a  project  called  the  Coriolis-1.  The 
plan  is  to  install  giant  underwater  tur- 
bines, with  blades  as  long  as  a  football 
field,  on  the  ocean  floor  off  Miami. 
Two-hundred-thirty  such  turbines 
would  supply  energy  equaling  10 
nuclear  plants. 

But  whether  this  rather  cosmic 
scheme  materializes,  the  Gulf  Stream 
will  continue  to  play  a  significant  role 
in  the  life  and  fate  of  the  human  race. 
"In  the  severest  droughts  it  never 
fails,,  and  in  the  mightiest  floods  it 
never  overflows,"  said  a  geographer 
named  Matthew  Fontaine.  U.S.  Navy 
Admiral  John  E.  Pillsbury,  who 
made  the  Gulf  Stream  his  life's  study, 
called  it  "the  grandest  and  most 
mighty  of  any  terrestrial  phenomena 
. .  .To  be  anchored  in  its  depths,"  said 
Pillsbury  in  tones  of  awe,  "and  to  see 
the  mighty  torrent  rushing  past,  one 
begins  to  think  that  all  the  wonders 
of  the  earth  combined  cannot  equal 
this  one  river  in  the  ocean."  O

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CAPITOL  HILL  HEARS  LEGION  PRIORITIES  .  .  .In 
testimony  before  the  Veterans  Affairs  Com- 
mittees of  both  houses  recently.  Natl.  Cdr. 
Al  Keller,  Jr.,  outlined  the  Legion' s  legis- 
lative priorities  for  the  first  session 
of  the  98th  Congress.  Keller  suggested 
Congress  order  and  supervise  a  survey  of 
the  missions  of  each  of  the  172  VA  medical 
centers,  noting  that,  '  '  It  is  our  thought 
that  many  of  these  missions  need  to  be 
redefined  in  the  light  of  what  has  happened 
since  the  end  of  WWII .  '  '  On  other  matters, 
Keller  told  the  committees  the  Legion  would 
prepare  draft  legislation  to  take  away  from 
VA  and  assign  to  an  independent  agency  the 
Agent  Orange  studies  mandated  by  Congress 
three  years  ago.  '  'We  do  not  believe  the  VA 
is  blameless  in  the  frustrating  delays  of 
finding  a  scientific  answer  to  whether;  and 
how  Agent  Orange  damaged  the  health  of 
Vietnam  veterans  exposed  to  that  defol- 
iant ,  '  '  he  said.  .  .  Keller  noted  The  Veterans  ' 
and  Survivors  Improvement  Act  of  1978  does 
not  adequately  address  the  needs  of  widows 
and  orphans  .  He  said  the  Legion  would  draw 
up  a  bill  to  correct  this  and  seek  to  have 
it  introduced  next  year.  .  .He  also  told  the 
Congressional  committees  that  subsistence 
allowances  for  some  half-million  Vietnam 
era  veterans  enrolled  in  GI  Bill  education 
programs  have  not  been  adjusted  since  Jan.  1, 
1981,  and  that  the  Legion  recommends  Congress 
'  '  come  to  grips  with  this  matter  '  '  and  repair 
the  erosion  caused  by  inflation  of  about 
21  percent  since  then. 

VA  ANNOUNCES  NEW  AGENT  ORANGE  RESEARCH.  .  . 
The  VA  has  announced  10  new  research  pro- 
jects to  investigate  the  health  related 
effects  of  Agent  Orange  have  been  approved 
and  funded  by  the  agency.  The  projects  are 
supported  for  up  to  five  years  with  VA 
research  funds  in  excess  of  $2  million  and 
were  selected  from  proposals  submitted  by 
individual  investigators  working  in  VA  med- 
ical centers  across  the  country.  The  scien- 
tists responded  to  a  request  for  new 
research  proposals  issued  by  the  VA  Medical 
Research  Service,  which  specified  a  bio- 
chemical, physiological  or  toxicological 
focus  on  the  delayed  effects  of  exposure  to 
Agents  Orange  and  Blue  .  The  projects  pri- 
marily involve  animal  studies,  but  human 
tissue  cultures  will  be  analyzed  in  some  of 
the  experiments.  Specific  approaches  range 
from  behavioral  observations  of  laboratory 
animals  exposed  to  the  defoliants  used  in 
Vietnam,  to  biochemical  studies  of  fat 
metabolism.  The  medical  centers  where  the 
new  studies  will  take  place  are:  Albuquerque, 
N.M.  ;  Baltimore,  Md.  ;  Lexington,  Ky .  ; 
Madison  andWood,  Wis  .  ;  San  Francisco,  Sepul- 


veda  and  Wadsworth,  Calif. ;  Washington, 
D  .  C  .  ;  and  White  River  Junction,  Vt . 

VA  NOW  REQUIRES  PROOF  OF  BIRTH,  MARRIAGE.  .  . 
The  VA  is  now  requiring  claimants  to  pro- 
vide  documentary  evidence  of  marriage  and 
birth  of  a  child  where  such  information  is 
necessary  to  establish  the  validity  of 
claims  for  veterans  benefits.  In  the  past, 
a  certified  statement  of  a  veteran  or  sur- 
viving spouse  claimant  was  acceptable  in 
lieu  of  documentary  proof  to  establish 
eligibility.  VA  officials  say  the  liberal 
nature  of  this  policy  made  it  quite  easy  for 
dishonest  claimants  to  defraud  the  VA  and 
the  change  will  help  protect  the  integrity 
of  VA  benefit  provisions  . 

MENTAL  ILLNESS  RESEARCH  CENTER  ANNOUNCED.  .  . 
The  VA  has  announced  the  establishment  of  a 
second  specialized  research  center  tar- 
geted at  schizophrenia,  a  mental  illness 
that  accounts  for  more  than  17  percent  of 
all  veterans  hospitalized  in  VA  health  care 
facilities.  .  .The  new  center— whose  work 
will  be  aimed  at  a  better  understanding  of 
the  disease— will  be  located  at  the  Palo 
Alto,  Calif.,  VA  Medical  Center .  The  first 
Schizophrenia  Biologic  Research  Center  was 
established  at  the  Bronx,  N.  Y.  ,  VA  Medical 
Center  last  year.

A  Conversation  With  Frank  A.  Kelly 


Frank  A.  Kelly,  a  Savannah,  Ga., 
businessman  and  veteran  of  both 
WWII  and  Korea,  has  been  National 
Economic  Commission  Chairman 
since  1980.  Prior  to  that  he  had  served 
as  a  National  Vice  Commander  from 
1976  to  1977  and  was  Georgia  Depart- 
ment Commander  from  1964  to  1965. 
A  37-year  member  of  the  Legion,  Kelly 
has  also  served  on  a  variety  of  Depart- 
ment and  National  Commissions.  He 
spoke  with  the  Magazine  recently 
about  the  issues  his  Commission  is 
addressing  these  days  and,  specifi- 
cally, the  problems  facing  the  unem- 
ployed veteran.  Here  are  some  high- 
lights of  that  conversation. 

Q.  In  terms  of  numbers,  first  of 
all,  how  many  unemployed  veter- 
ans are  there? 

A.  The  unemployment  rate  na- 
tionally is  10.1  percent.  However,  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  reports  a 
14.9  percent  rate  for  younger  Vietnam 
era  veterans.  In  terms  of  numbers, 
over  700,000  are  unemployed  and  at 
least  an  additional  500,000  are  outside 
the  labor  market — given  up  on  trying 
to  find  a  job  and  exhausted  their 
unemployment  benefits.  That's  what 
the  official  records  say.  We  believe  the 
actual  rates  to  be  much  higher. 

Q.  Do  those  statistics  include 
the  older  veteran? 

A.  The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
does  not  track  statistics  for  veterans 
over  40  years  of  age.  But  it  is  safe  to 
conclude  that  they,  too,  are  experienc- 
ing record  levels  of  unemployment. 

Q.  For  Vietnam  era  veterans, 
has  there  been  a  connection  estab- 
lished between  their  military 
service  and  employment  chances? 

A.  This  is  a  much  debated  issue. 
And  although  85  percent  of  all  Viet- 
nam era  veterans  have  made  a  success- 
ful transition  into  the  mainstream  of

life,  there  remains  that  15  percent  or 
so  who  are  still  experiencing  difficulty. 
In  1980,  Congress  commissioned  a 
study  that  asked  that  question,  with 
the  conclusion  being  that,  indeed, 
there  is  a  direct  connection  between 
military  service  and  unemployment. 
Of  course  there  are  obvious  reasons 
for  this  connection — lack  of  seniority; 
skills;  last  hired,  first  fired — but  the 
problem  is  much  more  complex. 

Q.  Have  past  national  employ- 
ment  training   programs  been 


responsive  to  the  needs  of 
veterans? 

A.  As  a  general  proposition,  past 
national  employment  training  pro- 
grams have  been  a  failure  for  veter- 
ans. They  needed  specifically  tailored 
programs,  but  were  only  a  target 
group — lost  among  other  groups. 
Additionally,  veterans  were,  and  are, 
perceived  as  a  national  and  not  a  local 
problem.  For  example,  of  the  over  2 
million  CETA  (Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment &  Training  Act)  partici- 
pants in  1981-82,  less  than  4  percent 
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were  Vietnam  era  veterans  and  less 
than  2  percent  were  disabled  veterans. 
Compounding  the  problem  was  the 
fact  that  the  Department  of  Labor 
didn't  even  fully  implement  the  veteran 
participation  regulations  contained 
in  the  Act. 

Q.  How  has  the  Job  Service 
responded  to  the  employment 
needs  of  veterans? 

A.  First  the  Job  Service,  like  other 
programs  dependent  on  federal  funds, 
faces  severe  staff  reductions  and 
office  closings  due  to  budget  cuts,  and 
we  are  working  in  Washington  to 
ensure  that  they  receive  adequate 
funding.  This  does  not,  however, 
absolve  them  of  their  legal  obligation 
to  provide  veterans  with  priority  serv- 
ice in  counseling,  testing,  job  referral, 
etc.  Currently,  the  Job  Service  is  the 
only  broad-based  employment  pro- 
gram for  veterans,  but  we  expect 
other  veterans  programs  to  come  on 
line  in  the  very  near  future  to  augment 
its  work.  In  short,  we're  not  overly 
pleased  with  the  service  provided  vet- 
erans by  the  Job  Service. 

Q.  What  is  the  position  of  the 
Department  of  Labor  on  veterans 
employment  training  matters? 

A.  In  1980,  Congress  created  the 
position  of  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Labor  for  Veterans  Employment,  now 
occupied  by  Mr.  Bill  Plowden.  The 
Legion  lobbied  intensely  for  this  posi- 
tion to  provide  veterans  affairs  the 
much  needed  prominence  and  visibil- 
ity within  the  department.  We  have 
been  working  closely  with  Mr.  Plow- 
den in  assisting  him  to  not  only  set  up 
his  operation,  but  pursue  future  veter- 
ans programs  as  well.  From  our  per- 
spective, the  Department  of  Labor  has 
been  most  accommodating  to  veterans 
issues — more  so  than  past  adminis- 
trations. 

Q.  What  does  the  program  that 
will  replace  CETA  hold  for  veter- 
ans? 

A.  As  I  said  earlier,  veterans  were 
only  a  target  group  in  past  programs. 
We  set  out  to  change  that  in  any  new 
employment  training  measure.  Over 


the  past  17  months,  the  Legion  was  in 
the  forefront  in  Congress  to  secure 
funds  for  a  separate  veteran  employ- 
ment training  program  administered 
by  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary for  Veterans  Employment.  Our 
efforts  were  rewarded  when  both  the 
Senate  and  the  House  passed  veteran 
amendments  to  their  respective  train- 
ing bills  to  establish  a  separate  veter- 
an's program.  We  did,  of  course,  have 
some  key  help  along  the  way,  but  the 
Legion  was  the  only  veterans  organi- 
zation which,  from  the  beginning,  in- 
sisted on  a  separate  veterans' 
program. 

Further,  the  Commission  has  been 
working  with  staff  members  of  both 
the  House  and  Senate  Veterans 
Affairs  Committees  in  drafting  legis- 
lation that  will  make  the  Veterans 
Employment  Service  more  responsive 
to  the  employment  training  needs  of 
veterans.  In  1982  alone,  the  Commis- 
sion has  presented  more  than  10  Con- 
gressional statements  on  the  economic 
well-being  of  veterans. 

Q.  How  else  does  the  Legion 
involve  itself  in  veteran  employ- 
ment training  matters? 

A.  The  founders  Of  the  Legion  con- 
cerned themselves  with  matters  of 
employment  training  back  in  1919. 
Today,  all  such  matters  are  vested  in 
the  National  Economic  Commission. 
Under  the  Legion's  "Jobs  For  Veter- 
ans" program,  the  Commission 
encourages  all  Departments  to  con- 
duct job  fairs,  opportunity  days,  etc. 
Since  1970,  the  Legion  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  placing  more  than  200,000 
veterans  in  jobs.  In  fact,  a  Senate  Vet- 
erans Affairs  Committee  resolution 
commended  the  Legion  for  its  efforts. 
Additionally,  the  Commission  makes 
available  three  helpful  job  finding 
pamphlets  and  a  comprehensive  em- 
ployment manual  that  covers  a  host  of 
helpful  job  finding  tips.  We  also 
attempt  to  keep  the  membership 
advised  on  employment  training  mat- 
ters through  an  excellent  every-other- 
month  newsletter.  We  also  conduct 
three  awards  programs  for  Depart- 
ments. To  these  ends,  we  encourage 
all  Departments  to  appoint  Depart-

ment  Employment  Chairmen  who  are 
to  work  on  the  state  level  addressing 
the  needs  of  their  respective  members. 

Q.  What  advice  can  you  offer 
the  unemployed  veteran? 

A.  First,  do  not  despair.  Statistics 
have  shown  that  most  all  of  us  will  be 
unemployed  at  one  or  more  times 
during  our  working  lives.  Next,  he 
should  evaluate  his  financial  situa- 
tion and  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
provide  for  himself  and  family  for  a 
period  of  time,  usually  six  months. 
The  veteran  should  then  make  contact 
with  the  local  Job  Service  office  and 
talk  with  the  local  veterans  represen- 
tatives, as  well  as  with  the  State 
Director  for  Veterans  Employment. 
The  veteran  should  also  contact  his 
Post  and  Department  Employment 
Chairmen  for  advice  and  guidance. 
Above  all,  he  should  remain  busy  and 
plan  his  job  search. 

Q.  Can  the  National  Economic 
Commission  assist  him? 

A.  Through  the  availability  of  its 
informative  pamphlets,  comprehen- 
sive manuals  and  the  appointment  of 
Department  Employment  Chairmen, 
the  Commission  stands  ever  ready  to 
offer  the  best  possible  guidance  and 
advice  to  the  veteran.  We  encourage 
all  unemployed  or  underemployed  vet- 
erans to  contact  the  National  Economic 
Commission  and  find  out  for  them- 
selves how  the  Commission  can  help 
them.  ©

It's  the  stuff  of  small  town  folklore. 
The  kind  of  tale  to  be  told  and  retold; 
passed  down  through  the  years, 
embellished  a  bit  here  and  there,  but 
always  recounted  by  a  speaker  who 
can't  hide  his  pride  in  the  telling. 

It'll  probably  start  out  something 
like  this: 

"I  was  there  in  Boyertown  back  in 
1982  when  the  whole  town  got 
together  and  built  themselves  a  half- 
million  dollar  ball  park  using  volun- 
teer labor  and  materials  almost 
exclusively.  (If  we'd  asked  the  govern- 
ment for  help,  today  we'd  be  sitting 
on  a  vacant  lot  full  of  red  tape.)  That 
ball  park  was  such  an  amazing  exam- 
ple of  what  a  community  can  do  on  its 
own  that  this  Wall  Street  Journal 
reporter  came  down  and  talked  to  a 
few  folks  and  wrote  up  a  front-page 
article  about  us. 

"Well  they  got  that  ball  park  fin- 
ished in  time  to  host  The  American 
Legion's  1982  World  Series  and  folks 
right  away  started  saying,  'Wouldn't 
it  be  something  if  our  own  hometown 
boys  could  go  out  there  and  win  it  for 
all  the  fans  and  people  who  worked  so 
hard  to  build  the  park?'" 

There  is  much  joy  in  Boyertown 
these  days,  for  that's  just  what  the 
players  of  Charles  B.  Yerger  Post  471,

Saying,  "a  failure  to  dedicate  the 
Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  in 
November  of  1982  will  be  a  breach  of 
good  faith  with  the  citizens  of  this 
nation,"  Natl.  Adj.  Robert  W.  Span- 
ogle  has  announced  that  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  has  been  granted  a  permit 
to  perform  the  dedication  on  Satur- 
day, Nov.  13,  1982. 

The  application  for  a  dedication 
permit  was  made  by  the  Legion  with 
the  approval  of  the  Vietnam  Veter- 
ans Memorial  Fund  (WMF)  and  the 
endorsement  of  the  nation's  other 
major  veterans'  organizations.  As  the 
single  largest  contributor  to  the 
memorial  fund  and  the  permit  appli- 
cant, The  American  Legion  will  dedi- 
cate the  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial, 
in  concert  with  the  WMF.  The 
WMF  will  host  all  other  activities  in 
the  National  Salute  To  Vietnam  Vet- 
erans Week  planned  for  Nov.  10-14. 

The  action  was  taken  by  the  Legion 


"on  behalf  of  the  nation's  Vietnam 
veterans"  after  WMF  officials  were 
unable  to  set  a  dedication  date  due  to 
design  modifications  made  to  the 
memorial.  Included  in  those  modifi- 
cations was  the  placement  of  a 
statue,  the  completion  of  which  is  not 
expected  for  three  years. 

The  WMF  commitment  to  a 
November  1982  memorial  dedication 
date  was  made  in  January  when  it 
appeared  ground-breaking  ceremon- 
ies would  be  delayed  by  controversy 
over  the  initial  design.  WMF  offi- 
cials solicited  the  Legion's  help  in 
resolving  the  controversy  so  that  a 
November  dedication  date  would  not 
be  jeopardized.  On  Jan.  28,  then- 
Natl.  Cdr.  Jack  Flynt  cut  short  a  visit 
to  Puerto  Rico  and  flew  to  Washing- 
ton for  the  sole  purpose  of  meeting 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to 
discuss  the  WMF  ground  breaking. 
In  addition,  Flynt  made  special  men-

tion  of  the  concern  for  the  ground 
breaking  and  subsequent  November 
dedication  during  a  visit  with  Presi- 
dent Reagan. 

The  WMF  subsequently  broke 
ground  on  March  26  and  construction 
began  on  the  memorial. 

The  first  indication  that  the  WMF 
did  not  intend  conducting  the 
memorial's  dedication  came  when 
they  announced  a  National  Salute  to 
Vietnam  Veterans  Week.  Promo- 
tional material  prepared  by  WMF 
made  no  mention  of  the  memorial's 
dedication  that  week  as  part  of  the 
salute. 

This  was  contrary  to  the  Legion's 
understanding  of  the  purpose  of  the 
salute.  "The  American  Legion  en- 
thusiastically embraced  the  concept 
of  a  National  Salute  to  Vietnam  Vet- 
erans because  it  was  our  understand- 
ing that  the  foundation — indeed,  the 
purpose — for  the  salute  was  to  appro- 
priately dedicate  the  Vietnam  Veter- 
ans Memorial,"  Spanogle  said. 

Natl.  Cdr.  Al  Keller  underscored 
the  importance  of  proceeding  with 
the  dedication  as  originally  planned, 
noting  that  a  national  salute  without 
the  dedication  was  a  hollow  cere- 
mony: 

"We  understand  why  these  people 
are  coming  to  Washington,  D.C.,"  he 
said.  "They  are  not  coming  for  a  vigil 
— that  could  be  held  in  their  local 
church.  They  are  not  coming  for  an 
entertainer's  salute — they  can  be 
entertained  at  home.  They  are  not 
coming  for  an  open  house  and  most 
certainly  they  are  not  coming  for  a

and  the  Pacific. 

Formally  established  on  June  20, 
1952,  with  just  two  officers  and  eight 
enlisted  men,  the  Special  Forces  by 
June  1960,  had  grown  to  three  Groups 
— the  1st,  7th  and  10th — totaling  just 
over  3,500  men.  In  September  1961, 
the  famed  5th  Group  was  formed,  pri- 
marily for  service  in  the  mounting 
Vietnam  conflict. 

It  was  President  John  F.  Kennedy's 
idea  to  build  up  the  Special  Forces  as 
an  elite  service,  rigorously  condi- 
tioned, superbly  trained  and  highly 
motivated  to  beat  the  enemy  at  its 
own  game  of  unconventional  war- 
fare. It  was  to  be  the  Green  Berets' 
task  to  indoctrinate  and  lead  the 
South  Vietnamese -  "and  their  Indo- 
china allies  in  counterinsurgency 
and,  in  the  process,  to  "win  the  hearts 
and  minds"  of  the  people. 

It  was  a  formidable  assignment, 
but  the  Special  Forces  were  ready.  On 
Sept.  25,  1961,  Kennedy  rewarded 
their  professionalism  by  authorizing 
the  long-sought  green  beret  as  stand- 
ard headgear,  thereby  setting  them 
apart  from  the  regular  services. 

At  their  peak  strength  of  13,000 
men,  the  Green  Berets  managed  an 
infrastructure  of  some  60,000  South 
Vietnamese  homeguards  and  "irregu- 
lars" in  more  than  80  camps  scat- 
tered throughout  the  country. 
Included  were  such  diverse  ethnics  as 
the  tough,  mountain-dwelling  Mon- 
tagnards,  the  Hoa  Hao  and  Cao  Dai 
sects,  and  a  host  of  other  independ- 
ent-minded minorities  ranged  along 
the  Laotian  and  Cambodian  borders. 
Sharing  the  life  of  the  local  populace, 
the  Special  Forces  helped  to  dig  wells, 
build  roads,  organize  schools,  con- 
duct first-aid  clinics  and  bring  other 
touches  of  civilization  to  the  enemy- 
infested  "boonies." 

Whether  their  mission  succeeded  or 
not  is  a  moot  question.  Given  addi- 
tional time  and  resources,  the  Green 
Berets  believe  they  could  have  turned 
the  tide.  But,  as  history  records,  their 
specialized  roles  in  Vietnam  inevit- 
ably were  absorbed  in  the  overall  con- 
ventional efforts  of  an  army  exceed- 
ing a  half-million  men,  most  of  them 
draftees  on  13-month  hitches. 

After  Vietnam,  the  Green  Berets, 
their  ranks  trimmed  to  fewer  than 
4,500  men,  devoted  their  considerable 
skills  to  low-profile  civic  action  pro- 
jects here  at  home.  Under  SPARTAN, 
for  "Special  Proficiency  at  Rugged 
Training  and  Nation-Building,"  the 
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5th  and  7th  Groups  helped  Indian 
tribes  in  Florida,  Arizona  and  Mon- 
tana improve  their  living  conditions. 
In  North  Carolina's  backwoods  coun- 
try, low-income  families  received  free 
medical  treatment  from  Green  Berets 
medics. 

Today,  the  active  duty  Special 
Forces  consist  of  the  5th  and  7th 
Groups  at  Ft.  Bragg,  the  10th  Group 
at  Ft.  Devens,  Mass.,  a  battalion  of 
the  7th  in  Panama  and  a  detachment 
in  West  Germany.  Besides  opera- 
tional duties  with  conventional  U.S. 
forces,  the  Green  Berets  have  taken 
on  the  training  of  troops  from  a  grow- 
ing number  of  friendly  countries, 
especially  those  threatened  by  Com- 
munist-led insurgencies. 

In  the  past  several  months,  more 
than  2,000  officers  and  men  of  El 
Salvador's  armed  forces  have  under- 
gone 16- week  crash  courses  at  Ft. 
Bragg,  N.C.,  Ft.  Benning,  Ga.,  or  at 
the  U.S.  Army's  jungle-training  cen- 
ter in  Panama.  Back  in  El  Salvador, 
the  Green  Beret-trained  troops  are 
carrying  the  brunt  of  battle  against 
guerrilla  forces  endangering  that  key 
Central  American  nation.  In  all, 
since  1975,  the  U.S.  Army  has  com- 
pleted 399  training  assistance  assign- 
ments in  57  countries  around  the 
world.  While  the  Special  Forces  rep- 
resent only  about  one-half  of  1  per- 
cent of  the  Army's  manpower,  the 
Green  Berets  have  performed  at  least 
25  percent  of  all  training  assistance 
missions. 

One  12-man  team  of  Green  Berets 
recently  returned  from  a  four-and-a- 
half-month  assignment  in  Liberia, 
training  a  battalion  of  Liberian 
troops.  But  first  they  had  to  build  fir- 
ing ranges  and  set  up  living  and  din- 
ing quarters  and  medical  facilities. 
This  year  will  see  some  130  such 
teams  dispatched  across  the  world. 
Four  years  ago,  only  53  went  out. 

The  training  is  psychological  as 
well  as  military.  At  the  school  in 
Panama,  for  example,  Salvadoran 
troops,  in  groups  of  150,  are  taught 
how  to  search  a  town  and  interrogate 
the  inhabitants  without  antagoniz- 
ing them.  As  one  psy-war  veteran  ex- 
plained: "The  key  is  absolute  disci- 
pline. The  platoon  leader  has  to  be 
convinced  that  his  men  mustn't  steal 
or  do  anything  that  violates  the 
rights  of  the  people."  Above  all,  the 
Green  Berets  teach  patience  and  per- 
severance. Timetables  are  taboo.  The 
Continued  .  .  .

objective  is  to  wear  down  the  enemy 
by  developing  reliable  intelligence 
sources,  tracking  down  his  hideouts 
and  then  going  after  him— all  lessons 
well  learned  in  Vietnam. 

Meantime,  the  Green  Berets  them- 
selves are  keeping  combat-ready  for 
any  bigger  assignments  that  might 
come  their  way.  Their  motto  is  a 
boast:  "Anything,  Anytime,  Any- 
place, Anyhow!" 

Versatility  is,  indeed,  their  forte.  In 
early  1980,  two  Green  Berets,  posing 
as  West  German  businessmen  and 
speaking  Farsi,  Iran's  predominant 
tongue,  managed  to  enter  Teheran  to 
aid  in  the  rescue  of  the  52  American 
hostages  and,  after  the  mission  was 
aborted,  somehow  slipped  out  again. 

Such  do-or-die  assignments, 
whether  CIA-ordered  or  otherwise, 
are  the  exception  in  these  times  of 
deliberately  muted  tension.  For  most 
of  today's  Green  Berets,  training  is 
the  name  of  the  game,  and  it  never 
stops.  Even  for  the  one  recruit  in 
three  who  manages  to  sweat  out  the 
17- week  superhuman  qualification 
course  for  the  coveted  green  beret,  the 
drills  continue,  either  while  a  member 
of  one  of  the  Forces'  standard  12-man 
detachments  or  as  a  "postgraduate" 
student  out  to  acquire  yet  another 
skill. 

The  instructors  are  hand-picked 
and  represent,  man  for  man,  the  most 
highly  qualified  combat  leaders  in 
the  U.S.  military  establishment. 
Among  them  is  Lt.  Col.  James  N. 
"Nick"  Rowe,  44,  who  heads  the  Spe- 
cial Forces'  survival  training  course 
at  Camp  Mackall,  N.C.  Rowe  is  par- 
ticularly adept  in  the  art  of  survival. 
Captured  by  the  Viet  Cong  in  the 
Mekong  Delta  in  1963,  he  suffered 
five  years  of  hardship  and  torture 
before  escaping.  His  book,  "Five 
Years  to  Freedom,"  is  a  classic  text  in 
the  skill  and  practice  of  human  en- 
durance. 

Rowe's  trainees  are  taught  hand-to- 
hand  combat,  often  with  unsheathed 
knives.  "If  you  are  to  prevail,"  he  tells 
students,  "you  must  learn  to  accept 
pain,  to  endure  pain  and  to  carry  on 
with  the  mission." 

Completion  of  the  mission  is  the  all 
-important  objective  at  the  Special 
Forces'  Underwater  Operations 
School  in  Key  West,  Fla.  The  school, 
conducted  for  two  decades  at  a 
weather-beaten  former  Navy  annex, 
is  one  of  several  highly  specialized 
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training  installations  run  by  the 
Green  Berets.  For  an  inside  look,  this 
author  visited  the  Key  West  facility 
while  on  assignment  by  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  Magazine  and  talked 
with  instructors  and  students. 

In  a  makeshift  recreation  room,  a 
sign  reads,  "scuba  to  Cuba!"  Only  a 
pun,  I  was  told.  Though  barely  90 
miles  from  the  Communist  island,  the 
school  is  too  busy  with  advanced 
techniques  of  underwater  combat  to 
worry  about  politics. 

As  Maj.  Larry  C.  Niedringhaus,  the 
CO.  and  a  muscular,  combat-sharp 
veteran  of  20  years  in  the  Green 
Berets,  explained:  "It's  not  fun  in  the 
sun  for  us.  We're  totally  oriented  to 
combat  application." 

All  of  his  students  are  officers  or 
top-rated  NCO's,  most  on  volunteer 
assignment  from  regular  units  of  the 
Army,  Navy,  Air  Force  and  Marines. 
Jump-qualified  students  arrive  with  a 
splash— literally.  They  parachute 
1,200  feet  from  military  transport 
planes  into  the  "Shark  Drop  Zone," 
where  a  boatload  of  instructors  wait 
to  grade  them  on  the  accuracy  of  their 
jump. 

Training  begins  even  before  arri- 
val. At  Ft.  Bragg,  diver  school  candi- 
dates must  pass  a  major  physical  and 
two  super-swim  tests.  At  Key  West, 
things  really  get  rough.  From  the 
moment  of  arrival  until  graduation 
21  days  later,  the  trainees,  in  classes 
of  40  at  a  time,  undergo  a  17-hour-a- 
day  schedule  of  incredibly  demand- 
ing physical  conditioning,  under- 
water exercises,  equipment  self- 
maintenance  and  classroom  cram 
courses  on  everything  from  marine 
life  to  the  intricacies  of  20-pound 
limpet  mines. 

"The  major  idea,"  says  Niedring- 
haus, "is  to  see  how  well  the  men  can 
cope  with  unexpected  problems 
underwater.  Coolness  is  what 
counts.'" 

Most  tests  allow  only  three  chances 
of  success,  or  students  are  dropped. 
About  seven  in  10  make  it  all  the  way, 
but  it  isn't  easy.  A  so-called  "drown- 
proofing"  exercise  requires  students 
to  shut  off  their  air  tanks  and  bob  up 
and  down  the  length  of  an  Olympic- 
size  pool.  An  underwater  "problem- 
solving"  test  calls  for  swimmers  to 
free  dive  to  the  bottom  and  tie  three 
knots,  minus  scuba  gear.  "Here  the 
stress  is  multiple,"  Niedringhaus 
explains.  "The  students  must  not 
Continued .  .  .

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only  hold  their  breath  but  also  do 
some  thinking  and  work  with  their 
hands."  Again,  it's  three  tries  or 
they're  out. 

In  their  final  week  at  Key  West,  the 
trainees  learn  to  maneuver  at  sea  in 
small  inflatable  boats  and  to  exit 
from  a  mock  submarine  conning 
tower.  The  exercise  is  called  "lock  in, 
lock  out,"  and  it's  a  matter  of  life  or 
death  for  underwater  warriors  infil- 
trating an  enemy  beach. 

Before  graduating,  the  students 
must  carry  out  a  night  infiltration 
exercise:  a  sneak  attack  from  the  sea 
on  a  simulated  enemy  target — in  this 
case,  an  abandoned  U.S.  Navy  fuel- 
storage  farm. 

"The  scenario  assumes  we're  in  a 
combat  situation,"  says  Niedring- 
haus.  "The  enemy  has  seized  a  criti- 
cally important  fuel-storage  facility 
that  must  be  destroyed.  It's  up  to  the 
students  themselves  to  plan  the 
action  and  accomplish  the  mission. 
With  the  experience  they've  gained 
plus  common  sense,  they  generally 
pull  it  off  without  a  hitch." 

While  discipline  is  rigid,  there's 
also  a  spirit  of  camaraderie  at  the 
underwater  school.  Neidringhaus 
calls  his  staff  of  18  instructors  "The 
Committee,"  and  says  they  dispense 
advise  "like  a  bunch  of  guys  from  E. 
F.  Hutton."  There's  no  pulling  of 
rank,  either.  For  the  duration,  all 
leaves,  bars  and  stripes  are  dispensed 
with.  "Everyone's  called  'Mister,' 
says  the  CO.  "The  only  distinction  is 
that  the  instructors  are  the  good  guys 
wearing  the  black  T-shirts." 

Whatever  the  system,  it's  clearly 
working  well.  "As  for  the  Special 
Forces  personnel  who  come  here," 
says  Niedringhaus,  "we  start  ahead 
of  the  game.  They're  mature,  moti- 
vated and  in  top  physical  shape  when 
they  arrive." 

At  Green  Berets  headquarters  at 
Ft.  Bragg,  the  bottom  line  is  made 
clear:  "Just  being  good  isn't  good 
enough  for  the  Special  Forces." 
They're  not  blowing  smoke.  The 
fewer  than  50  percent  who  qualify  for 
entry  and  the  30  percent  who  survive 
the  training  ordeal  really  are  a  spe- 
cial breed;  a  unique  combination  of 
commando,  paratrooper,  leader, 
teacher,  and  jack-of-all  combat  trades. 

After  receiving  their  coveted  green 
berets,  the  men  are  assigned  to  basic 
units  called  "A"  detachments.  Each 
detachment  consists  of  two  officers 
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and  10  enlisted  men,  all  proficient  in 
one  or  more  of  the  Special  Forces'  five 
specialized  skills.  Each  "A"  detach- 
ment is  designed  to  operate  in  a  par- 
ticular area  of  the  world.  To  acquaint 
them  with  their  assigned  area,  mem- 
bers are  given  intensive  courses  in 
geography,  language,  customs,  poli- 
tical history,  local  foods  and  even 
diseases  likely  to  be  encountered. 

A  typical  "A"  team  is  equipped  to 
train  a  battalion  of  partisan  troops, 
ambush  a  company  of  enemy  sol- 
diers, blow  up  a  bridge,  mine  a  har- 
bor, climb  a  cliff  or  kill  with  karate. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Green  Berets 
detachment  is  capable  of  organizing 
a  community,  establishing  a  hospital 
or  communicating  from  behind 
enemy  lines  with  cryptograms. 

Green  Berets  commanders  at  Ft. 
Bragg  draw  a  scenario  of  possible 
wartime  action: 

"Visualize  a  Soviet-bloc  attack  on 
NATO. ..vast  amounts  of  artillery 
fired,  masses  of  tanks  coming  across 
the  borders,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
advancing  (enemy)  men  requiring 
rations  and  small  arms  ammunition. 

"Then,  Special  Forces  infiltrate 
into  East  Germany,  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia — yes,  even  into  Rus- 
sia— destroying  supply  dumps,  air 
strips,  highway  bridges  and  railway 
trestles,  interdicting  the  enemy  lines 
of  supply,  causing  unheard  of  bottle- 
necks, slowing  down  the  attack,  and 
giving  the  NATO  commanders  time 
to  hold,  reinforce  and  counterattack." 

Inside  enemy  territory,  the  scenario 
continues,  Special  Forces  detach- 
ments can  use  "advanced  parachut- 
ing and  scuba  techniques  to  locate 
enemy  forces  and  logistics  establish- 
ments...They  can  report  enemy  troop 
movements  even  when  the  weather  is 
bad  or  we  lack  air  superiority.  With 
the  new  communications  equipment 
being  developed,  it  would  be  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  for  the  enemy  to 
locate  the  communicators  or  jam  the 
communications." 

In  this  respect,  says  the  scenario, 
the  Special  Forces  have  "a  political 
role,"  acting  behind  enemy  lines  as  a 
deterrent  by  "inhibiting  the  other 
side  from  placing  all  its  combat 
forces  forward." 

This  is  a  tall  order,  indeed,  and 
dependent  on  a  good  many  unknown 
factors,  not  the  least  of  which  would 
be  the  enemy's  intentions.  But  the 
Special  Forces  are  not  lacking  in  con- 
Continued .  .  .

fidence.  Their  colors  bear  the  pledge, 
"De  Oppresso  Liber,"  (To  Free  the 
Oppressed).  A  recruitment  folder 
shows  a  grim-faced  Green  Beret,  wea- 
pon at  the  ready,  admonishing:  "We 
dare  you. ..to  dare!"  Beneath  a  por- 
trait of  the  22-foot  bronze  statue  of  a 
Green  Beret  dominating  Ft.  Bragg's 
Smoke  Bomb  Hill  Memorial  Plaza  is 
the  caption:  "Special  Forces:  We  don't 
take  everyone." 

As  an  elite  group,  the  Special  Forces' 
capabilities  are  widely  recognized.  In 
recent  months,  a  handful  of  former 
Green  Berets  have  been  implicated  in 
selling  their  expertise  to  Col.  Muam- 
mar  Khadaffy's  repressive  Libyan 
regime.  The  reports  received  wide 
play  in  the  media.  But  today's  active- 
duty  Green  Berets  strongly  reject  any 
taint  of  guilt-by-past-association.

Indeed,  within  the  Reagan  Admin- 
istration their  appears  to  be  a  grow- 
ing appreciation  of  the  Special 
Forces'  unique  characteristics.  With 
the  Green  Berets  as  the  nucleus,  the 
Pentagon  on  October  1  activated  a 
major  new  command — the  1st  Special 
Operations  Command — headquar- 
tered at  Fort  Bragg,  and  consolidated 
all  of  the  Army's  unconventional 
warfare   forces.   These  include  a

phychiatric  operations  group,  a  civil 
affairs  battalion  and  the  Army 
Rangers,  stationed  at  Fort  Lewis, 
Wash.,  and  at  Hunter  Army  Airfield 
near  Savannah,  Ga. 

The  restructuring  signals  a  major 
change  in  U.S.  defense  strategy  and  a 
decisive  vote  of  confidence  in  the 
Green  Berets.  It  also  serves  notice  on 
the  Soviets  and  their  surrogates  that 
their  so-called  wars  of  national  liber- 
ation will  not  go  unopposed.  As  one 
experienced  observer  notes:  "There'll 
be  no  more  free  rides  for  Brezhnev 
and  Castro  on  the  revolutionary 
bandwagon  in  Central  America  and 
other  vulnerable  areas  of  the  free 
world." 

Until  now,  United  States  units 
trained  in  the  rough  and  ready  arts  of 
counterinsurgency,  commando  tac- 
tics and  cloak  and  dagger  operations 
have  been  disbursed  throughout  the 
military,  in  subordinate  regular 
service  commands.  By  unifying, 
and  beefing  up  these  highly  trained 
soldiers,  the  Pentagon  seeks  to  field 
a  force  that  will,  in  the  words  of 
official  guidance  reports,  "Be  cap- 
able of  defeating  low-level  aggression 
both  to  prevent  step-by-step  expan- 
sion of  Soviet  or  surrogate  influence 
and  to  prevent  escalation  to  higher 
levels  of  conflict." 

The  United  States  buildup  is  over- 
due. Moscow  has  long  understood  the 
effectiveness  and  economy  of  "irreg- 
ular" warfare.  According  to  intelli- 
gence estimates,  the  Soviets  have 
placed  more  than  200,000  military 
personnel  in  what's  called  the 
Spetsnaz,  or  Special  Purpose  Forces, 
under  KGB  direction.  Elements  of 
these  militarily  trained,  politically 
oriented  Red  Army  specialists 
already  have  been  seen  in  a  number 
of  contested  places,  including 
Afghanistan,  Angola  and  Nicaragua. 

Can  our  Green  Berets  meet  the 
challenge? 

Says  Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  C.  Lutz,  the 
Special  Forces'  rugged,  49-year-old 
commander,  "One  of  my  goals  is  to 
improve  our  image.  We're  demonstra- 
ting to  the  other  services  that  we  are, 
in  fact,  mature  professional  soldiers. 

"Our  mission  today,"  insists  Lutz, 
"is  a  viable  one.  We're  prepared  for 
any  duty  our  country  wants  us  to  per- 
form."

gourmet — he  committed  suicide.  He 
was  not  the  only  one  who  could  no 
longer  bear  to  live  when  clouds  rolled 
in  over  the  gastronomic  horizon.  Only 
a  dozen  years  ago  the  chef  of  a  highly 
regarded  French  restaurant  was  so 
anguished  when  the  new  edition  of  the 
Guide  Michelin,  France's  culinary 
bible,  downgraded  its  rating  of  his 
kitchen  performance  that  he  promptly 
shot  himself. 

Though,  fortunately,  few  are  moved 
to  self-destruct  over  food,  complete 
indifference  to  culinary  matters  is 
likewise  rare.  Some  of  the  most  color- 
ful debates  in  Congress  have  revolved 
around  gastronomy.  That  silver- 
tongued  orator,  Daniel  Webster,  rose 
in  the  Senate  150  years  ago  to  extoll, 
lengthily  and  lovingly,  the  virtues  of 
fish  chowder.  Other  members  of  that 
deliberative  body  have  debated  one 
another  on  the  relative  merits  of 
Maine  and  Idaho  potatoes,  Wisconsin 
and  New  York  cheeses,  Virginia  and 
Washington  apples,  Chesapeake  Bay 
and  Gulf  oysters.  Sen.  Huey  Long  took 
over  the  podium  for  several  hours  in 
1935  to  describe  in  painstaking  detail 
the  fine  points  of  cooking  greens  and 
selected  seasonings  to  produce  pot 
liquor  worthy  of  the  name.  More 
recently,  Senators  Goldwater  and 
Tower  debated  the  issue  of  Arizona  vs. 
Texas  chili.  Going  for  the  jugular, 
Goldwater  charged  that  "a  Texan 
does  not  know  chili  from  leavings  in 
the  corral."  Stung  by  this  attack  on 
his  native  state  s  culinary  prowess, 
Tower  riposted,  "Comparing  Arizona 
chili  to  Texas  chili  is  like  comparing 
Phyllis  Diller  with  Sophia  Loren." 

Food  has  even  invaded  the  judicial 
proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Court.  In 
1893  a  New  York  importer,  assessed 
customs  duty  on  a  shipment  of  toma- 
toes from  the  West  Indies,  indignantly 
brought  suit  against  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment on  grounds  that  they  are  the 
fruit  of  the  vine  and  thus  are  exempt, 
unlike  vegetables,  from  duty  charges. 
After  solemnly  listening  to  coun- 
sel for  each  side  argue  the  merits 
of  their  respective  positions  the  Justi- 
ces retired  to  deliberate  the  issue. 
Their  Solomon-like  decision:  tomatoes 
are  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  botanically 
speaking,  but  are  considered  vegeta- 
bles in  the  language  of  the  kitchen 
and  are  therefore  dutiable. 

Foods  have  not  lost  their  capacity  to 
stir  passions.  Last  year  a  French  sea- 
man arrested  in  Morocco  was  charged 
with  blaspheming  King  Hassan  II 


because  he  had  replaced  the  mon- 
arch's shipboard  portrait  with  a  pic- 
ture of  a  sausage.  Throughout  history, 
however,  the  passions  aroused  by  food 
have  involved  the  bedroom  more  often 
than  the  courtroom.  Take  marjoram, 
for  instance,  the  herb  supposedly  first 
grown  by  Venus  on  Mount  Olympus 
and  long  used  by  the  ancients  to  con- 
coct love  potions,  a  custom  that  per- 
sisted in  much  of  Europe  as  late  as  the 
19th  century.  Or  another  herb,  rose- 
mary, that  was  believed  to  stimulate 
lasting  love;  Romans  wove  it  into  brid- 
al wreaths  and  newlyweds  placed  it 
beneath  their  mattresses.  Richly  fra- 
grant basil  was  considered  sure-fire 
for  arousing  sensual  love — the  medie- 
val writer,  Giovanni  Boccaccio, 
penned  a  tale  of  basil  growing  from  a 
pot  watered  by  tears  from  Isabella 
who  wept  for  her  slain  lover. 


Seeking  food, 
not  continents, 
explorers  stumbled 
into  the  New  World. 


In  Asia,  ginseng  root  was,  and  still 
is,  prized  as  a  sexual  stimulant.  Tak- 
ing advantage  of  this  Oriental  belief, 
a  canny  Bostonian,  Samuel  Shaw,  set 
sail  for  China  in  1783  with  40  tons  of 
ginseng.  Dropping  anchor  in  Canton, 
the  first  American  trader  ever  to  reach 
China,  he  sold  his  cargo  for  a  princely 
sum.  Until  U.S.  supplies  were  ex- 
hausted, a  parade  of  Americans 
hauled  ginseng  to  China,  scoffing  at 
the  supposed  aphrodisiacal  quality, 
but  grateful  for  Chinese  faith  in  it. 

As  far  as  Americans  were  con- 
cerned, there  was  only  one  aphrodi- 
siac that  worked:  oysters.  Now  it  was 
the  turn  of  the  Chinese  to  scoff,  for 
they  were  convinced  that  oysters  had 
a  completely  opposite  effect.  For  cen- 
turies their  pharmacologists  had  cau- 
tioned that  oysters  were  a  sexual 
turn  off  and  had  advised  against  eat- 
ing them  after  dark.  If  Montezuma, 
the  Aztec  emperor,  had  still  been  alive, 
he  would  have  scoffed  at  both  the 
Americans  and  the  Chinese  because 
he  was  positive  that  the  only  food  cer- 
tain to  enhance  sexual  vigor  was  choc-

The  simple  truth  is  that  where  foods 
are  concerned,  things  are  not  always 
what  one  might  assume  them  to  be. 
Jerusalem  artichokes  neither  come 
from  Jerusalem  nor  are  they  arti- 
chokes— they  are  native  to  America 
and  are  members  of  the  sunflower 
family.  The  sea  cucumber  is  not  a 
plant  nor  is  Bombay  duck  a  fowl — 
both  are  marine  animals.  Onions,  gar- 
lic and  asparagus  are  lilies;  wild  rice  is 
a  grass;  the  giant  conch  is  a  snail;  the 
sweet  potato  is  a  morning  glory;  egg- 
plants and  chili  peppers  are  cousins  to 
deadly  nightshade  and  narcotic 
mandrake;  the  horseshoe  crab  is  cou- 
sin to  the  spider  and  peanuts  are 
beans,  not  nuts. 

Sauerkraut  is  not  German;  it  is  Chi- 
nese, was  eaten  there  at  least  200 
years  before  Christ,  and  was  brought 
to  Europe  by  the  Huns  500  years  after 
his  death.  Russian  dressing  is  not 
Russian  and  chop  suey  is  not  Chi- 
nese— both  are  American.  Liederk- 
ranz,  the  cheese  that  sounds  so 
German  you  can  almost  glimpse  the 
barges  on  the  Rhine,  was  created  by  a 
cheesemaker  in  Monroe,  N.Y.,  in  1892. 
Vichyssoise,  the  soup  that  sounds  as 
French  as  Liederkranz  does  German, 
was  devised  in  the  kitchens  of  New 
York  City's  Ritz-Carlton  in  1910. 

Sometimes  the  attempt  to  ferret  out 
the  paternity  of  a  particular  food  item 
is  to  venture  into  an  international  gas- 
tronomic minefield.  The  chauvinistic 
tug  of  war  over  the  doughnut  illus- 
trates the  point.  American  food  buffs 
firmly  claim  the  doughnut  as  a  gift 
from  these  shores  to  man's  gustatory 
well-being,  tracing  its  genesis  to  the 
"fry  bread"  of  the  Indians.  "Non- 
sense," cry  Dutch  kitchen  connois- 
seurs indignantly,  "simple  justice 
demands  acknowledgement  of  the 
fried  sweet  cakes  of  Holland  as  the 
original  doughnut.  All  the  settlers  in 
the  New  World  did  was  to  confer 
American  citizenship  on  this  Dutch 
gem  and  call  it  a  doughnut." 

Although  this  culinary  dispute  may 
never  be  resolved,  the  hole  in  the 
doughnut  is  unarguably  American. 
The  only  question  is  which  American 
merits  recognition  as  father  of  the 
hole.  Technically,  the  honor  goes  to 
John  Blondell,  who  in  1872  was 
granted  a  U.S.  patent  for  the  world's 


first  doughnut  cutter  that  punched  out 
a  center  hole.  "Forget  technicalities 
and  assign  credit  where  it  is  really 
due,"  urges  the  National  Doughnut 
Dunking  Association.  "A  New  Eng- 
land sea  captain,  Hanson  Gregory, 
created  the  hole  in  the  doughnut  when 
he  began  cutting  the  centers  out  of 
pastries  in  1847,  and  a  bronze  plaque 
in  his  hometown,  Rockport,  Mass., 
hails  his  inspired  achievement." 

The  food  chauvinists  also  exhibit  a 
paradoxical  flip  side  that  reveals  a 
strong  current  of  reverse  chauvinism 


"Shame!  shame!  allowing  your  Lord 
and  Master  to  suffer  the  stinging 
indignity  of  'ring  around  the  collar!' " 

eddying  and  swirling  through  the 
ranks  of  the  gastronomes.  They  can 
argue  just  as  resolutely  to  disclaim 
national  responsibility  for  a  specific 
food  as  to  claim  it.  More  often  than 
not,  the  target  of  this  reverse  chauvi- 
nism is  American  cuisine.  One  need 
look  no  further  than  a  bowl  of  chili 
con  carne  to  find  the  proof.  Despite 
its  unmistakably  soutb-of-the-border 
accent,  it  is  firmly,  even  aggressively, 
disclaimed  by  Mexico.  The  Mexicans 
are  content,  eager  in  fact,  to  retire 
from  the  field  and  leave  Senators 
Goldwater  and  Tower  to  do  battle 
over  chili  con  carne. 

Or  consider  ketchup— catsup,  if 
you  prefer — which  a  large  segment  of 
mankind  condemns  as  an  American 
barbarism  slowly  submerging  the 
planet  in  a  deep,  red  sea  that  no  Moses 
can  part.  It  is  abundantly  clear  that 
the  critics  are  discharging  their 
arrows  in  the  wrong  direction.  It  was 
the  Chinese  who  invented  the  sauce, 
called  ke-tsiap  in  its  native  land  and 
originally  composed  mainly  of  the 
Continued  .  .  .

Only  $3 
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juices  of  mushrooms  and  other  fungi. 
The  Dutch,  who  are  so  energetic  in 
claiming  paternity  of  the  doughnut, 
are  reticent  in  admitting  their  role  in 
the  saga  of  ketchup.  Yet  it  was  the 
Dutch  who  brought  the  sauce  out  of 
China  in  the  18th  century,  added 
tomatoes  and  ptherwise  tampered 
with  its  formulation,  and  then  let  it 
loose  on  the  West. 

Another  bum  rap  by  reverse  chauvi- 
nists is  the  widespread  charge  that 
Americans  have  sabotaged  human- 
ity's tastebuds  by  creating  automatic 
food-vending  machines  spewing  out 
cellophane-entombed  sandwiches 
that  are  a  culinary  abomination.  The 
actual  facts  are  a  complete  vindica- 
tion for  America.  The  mechanism  for 
vendingxfoods  automatically  was 
invented  in  Sweden,  the  cellophane  in 
Switzerland.  The  first  food-vending 
machines  in  the  United  States,  in- 
stalled in  Philadelphia  in  1902,  were 
imported  from  Germany.  And  the 
sandwich  itself  was  invented  by  the 
ancient  Romans  and  re-invented  by 
the  Earl  of  Sandwich  in  London's 
Beefsteak  Club  in  1762. 

As  a  last,  seemingly  defensible,  fall- 
back position,  die-hards  cling  to  the 
belief  that,  at  the  very  least,  Ameri- 
cans are  responsible  for  what  many 
food  snobs  dismiss  as  totally  un- 
worthy of  so  lofty  a  matter  as  gastron- 
omy: the  lowly  doggie  bag.  But  it 
appears  that  the  doggie  bag,  far  from 
being  an  American  innovation,  was 
actually  invented  in  the  supposed 
shrine  of  culinary  grandeur:  France. 
The  authoritative  food  historian,  Roy 
Andries  de  Groot,  reports  that  it  was 
none  other  than  the  eminent  19th  cen- 
tury author  and  gourmet,  Alexandre 
Dumas,  who  is  responsible  for  the  dog- 
gie bag.  As  de  Groot  explains  it, 
Dumas  was  so  accomplished  a  cook 
that  invitations  to  his  dinners  were 
coveted  avidly.  In  the  event  that  an 
invited  guest  could  not  attend  because 
of  an  unbreakable  prior  engagement, 
all  was  not  lost.  The  friend  sent  a  ser- 
vant over  to  Dumas'  house  and  the 
remarkable  master  of  the  pen  and  the 
pot  carefully  bagged  a  portion  of  the 
evening's  fare  for  the  absent  guest. 

The  inescapable  conclusion  emerg- 
ing clearly  from  all  of  this  is  that  ever 
since  Adam  and  Eve  ate  that  apple, 
food  has  never  been  merely  a  nourish- 
ing substance  taken  into  the  body  to 
sustain  life,  no  matter  what  the  dic- 
tionary says.  ©

Boyertown,  Pa.,  did  in  capturing  the 
1982  Legion  World  Series,  14-8,  over 
Lafayette  (Calif.)  Post  517. 

In  the  process,  Boyertown  became 
the  first  home  team  to  win  the  Legion 
World  Series  since  1941,  when  San 
Diego  won  at  home  against  Berwyn, 
111. 

In  the  championship  game,  Boyer- 
town faced  an  opponent  that  had 
beaten  them,  7-2,  the  day  before  during 
the  double-elimination  competition. 
Solid  hitting  against  erratic  Lafay- 
ette pitching  (with  Lafayette  using 
four  pitchers)  and  error-free  fielding 
against  Lafayette's  five  errors  proved 
to  be  a  winning  combination  for 
Boyertown.

reunion.  The  people  who  come  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  for  the  National 
Salute  to  Vietnam  Veterans  are  com- 
ing to  dedicate  the  most  significant 
national  shrine  erected  in  this  coun- 
try. We  cannot  deny  them  that  right. 
In  fact,  with  the  momentum  now 
established,  I  do  not  believe  the  dedi- 
cation can  be  stopped." 

Although  The  American  Legion 
has  been  granted  the  dedication  cere- 
mony permit,  Keller  also  emphasized 
that,  "It  is  the  nation's  Vietnam  vet- 
erans who  are  dedicating  this  memor- 
ial to  their  fallen  comrades:  the  men 
and  women  who  died  in  Vietnam, 
and  those  who  are  missing  in  action."

Q.  I  am  receiving  a  VA  pension 
under  the  old  pension  law.  If  I  not- 
ify VA  of  unusual  medical  expenses, 
will  I  be  entitled  to  increased  pen- 
sion benefits? 

A.  Unusual  medical  expenses  have 
no  direct  effect  on  a  pension  under  the 
old  pension  laws  except  as  a  deduction 
in  meeting  income  limits. 

Q.  How  do  I  apply  for  VA  educa- 
tional benefits  to  attend  college? 

A.  Complete  VA  Form  22-1990  with  a 
certified  copy  of  your  DD  form  214  at  the 
nearest  VA  regional  office.  You  may  sub- 
mit this  application  as  much  as  120  days 
before  classes  begin  but  not  less  than  30 
days  before  classes  begin. 

Q.  I  am  a  former  prisoner  of  war 
of  WWII  and  was  confined  for  28 
days.  Am  I  entitled  to  dental  care 
through  the  VA  medical  system? 

A.  No.  With  few  exceptions,  dental 
care  benefits  are  available  to  veterans 
with  service  connected  dental  conditions 
only. 

Q.  What  is  the  maximum  amount 
I  can  pay  for  a  home  using  a  VA  gua- 
ranteed home  loan? 

A.  The  VA  guarantees  loans  ob- 
tained by  the  veteran  from  private  lend- 
ers. There  is  no  established  maximum 
purchase  price  for  a  home.  However,  no 
loan  guaranteed  by  the  VA  may  exceed 
the  reasonable  property  value  as  de- 
termined by  a  VA  appraiser. 

Q.  I  lost  my  leg  in  service  and  am 
receiving  VA  compensation  for  it. 
Because  of  complications,  I  will 
now  lose  my  other  leg.  Can  I  receive 
additional  compensation  for  this 
new  loss? 

A.  Yes.  A  law  enacted  in  1978  pro- 
vides for  an  added  monthly  benefit  for 
veterans  who  have  suffered  the  loss,  or 
loss  of  use,  of  one  extremity  due  to  ser- 
vice connected  causes,  and  have  then 
experienced  loss,  or  loss  of  use,  of  the 
paired  extremity  from  non-service  con- 
nected causes. 

Q.  Are  my  VA  benefits  subject  to 
taxation? 

A.  No.  Under  federal  law,  all  benef- 
its administered  by  the  VA  are  exempt 
from  taxation.

Unemployment  checks  do  not  come 
to  you  automatically.  Claims  must  be 
filed  at  local  unemployment  offices. 
Check  the  address  in  your  phone  book 
under  state  headings  so  you'll  know 
where  to  go.  Since  it  takes  two  to  three 
weeks,  sometimes  longer,  to  process  a 
claim,  it's  important  to  file  as  soon  as 
you  are  eligible.  (See  accompanying 
box  on  page  23.) 

To  avoid  delay,  you'll  need  proper 
records:  recent  tax  forms,  (W-2,  Wage 
and  Tax  Statements,  Form  1040s), 
Social  Security  card,  names  of  com- 
panies that  employed  you  over  the 
past  year,  how  much  you  earned  at 
each. 

2.  Private  benefits 

It's  easy  to  overlook  cash  payments 
coming  to  you,  especially  in  a  large 
corporation.  Here's  a  checklist  that 
may  net  you  more  dollars  than  you 
thought  were  due  you: 

•  Your  firm's  pension  plan  may  con- 
tain a  provision  for  a  lump-sum  pay- 
ment on  leaving.  Check  at  the  person- 
nel department. 

•  If  you  contributed  to  the  company's 
profit-sharing  plan,  you're  entitled  to 
your  share  on  leaving. 

•  Some  unions,  such  as  the  United 
Auto  Workers  and  those  in  the  apparel 
and  primary  metals  industries,  have 
SUBs  written  into  their  contracts. 
That  stands  for  "supplementary 
unemployment  benefits" — extra  job- 
less pay  for  members.  Check  with 
your  representative. 

•  Finally,  your  severance  pay.  You 
may  have  a  chunk  coming  from  your 
company  under  your  union  contract 
or  by  company  policy. 

3.  Borrowing 

Resort  to  this  only  if  the  first  two  do 
not  produce  enough.  Herbert  E.  Ruben 
of  the  Peninsula  Counseling  Service 
of  Long  Island  cautions  that  "it's 
especially  important  to  live  within  a 
tight  budget  during  jobless  periods." 
And  borrowing  means  that,  eventu- 
ally, the  money  must  be  repaid,  with 
interest,  making  the  readjustment 
period  afterward  all  the  harder.  If 
needed,  though,  tap  these  sources: 

•  Permanent  life  insurance  policies 
build  up  nest  eggs  in  the  form  of  cash 
values,  yours  for  the  borrowing.  Inter- 
est rates,  specified  in  your  policy,  are 
lower  than  banks  charge,  and  very 
low  if  the  policy  has  been  in  force  for  a 
long  time.  Note  carefully:  loans  need 
not  be  repaid,  but  if  they  are  not,  the 
unpaid  balance  will  be  deducted  from 
the  face  value  of  the  policy  at  matur- 
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ity,  and,  if  the  interest  is  not  paid,  it 
could  eat  up  the  policy's  residuals  on  a 
large  loan.  In  addition,  permanent 
policies  issued  by  mutual  companies 
pay  dividends  that  can  be  used  to 
reduce  premiums,  purchase  addi- 
tional insurance,  or  collect  interest  on 
deposit.  Taking  these  dividends  will 
not  affect  the  face  value  of  the  basic 
policy. 

•  Check  religious  institutions,  fra- 
ternal organizations  and  unions  for 
low-cost  loans  before  going  on  to... 

•  Your  bank  or  finance  company. 
Interest  rates  are  highest  here.  Credit 
unions  used  to  be  good  bets,  but  at 
most  rates  are  now  only  slightly  lower 
than  at  banks. 

•  Not  recommended  except  in  severe 
emergencies  is  a  second  mortgage  on 
your  home.  Rates  are  stratospheric. 
Available  at  some  banks  are  "wrap- 
around" mortgages  that  extend  the 
original  mortgage.  These  provide 
ready  cash,  but  call  for  different  inter- 
est rates. 

Move  to  Phase  Two,  to  stretch  your 
reduced  income  as  far  as  possible. 

Initial  step  is  to  see  your  creditors, 
advises  Joseph  E.  Doran,  senior  vice 
president  of  consumer  credit  of  the 
National  Bank  of  America.  "The 
worst  thing  you  can  do  is  hide  from 
them,"  he  says.  "Be  straightforward, 
explain  your  position,  and  they  will 
try  to  help  you  work  out  solutions  to 
ease  your  situation.  Everything  will 
be  a  great  deal  tougher  if  you  wait 
until  you  become  delinquent." 

If  you  thought  banks  are  panting  to 
foreclose  on  your  home,  forget  it.  "It's 
the  last  thing  they  want  to  do," 
asserts  Doran.  "Talk  it  over  with  a 
bank  officer  and  a  plan  involving 
reduced  payments  may  be  worked 
out."  Generally,  you  can  get  a  90-day 
deferment.  Perhaps  longer. 

State  laws  governing  lending  insti- 
tutions differ  widely,  but  in  certain 
instances  mortgage  holders  may 
permit  you  to  defer  payment  of  the 
principal  and  to  pay  only  the  interest 
for  a  limited  time: 

In  the  case  of  VA  government- 
insured  mortgages,  according  to  a 
spokesman,  the  bank  must  file  a  120- 
day  notice  of  default  to  the  VA.  After 
that,  there's  another  step  before  any- 
thing can  be  done  about  a  non-pay- 
ment: filing  of  a  30-day  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  foreclose.  Actually,  this  does 
not  differ  much  from  foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings on  non-VA  mortgages.

Visit  or  write  all  creditors  individ- 
ually, explaining  the  problem  to  each. 
Touch  base  with  the  credit  managers 
of  the  oil  dealer,  phone  company,  gas 
and  electric  utility,  car  financing 
people,  stores  and  everyone  else  you 
owe  or  purchase  services  from.  Ask  if 
extra  time  can  be  arranged  for 
payment  and,  in  most  cases,  exten- 
sions will  probably  be  granted,  espe- 
cially if  you've  been  a  prompt  payer  in 
the  past. 

If  you're  carrying  excess  baggage  in 
the  form  of  luxuries,  be  ruthless — toss 
them  overboard.  Ann  Key  and  Marie 
Lutzius  of  Credit  and  Budget  Plan- 
ners, a  credit  counseling  service, 
advise:  "Prune  any  area  that  can  be 
high  now.  A  two-car  family  can  deac- 
tivate one  car  for  the  duration.  Switch 
from  designer  jeans  to  ordinary  ones. 
Eat  at  home  more.  Give  up  conven- 
ience foods,  which  cost  more.  Watch 
food  waste.  You'll  be  amazed  how 
much  your  monthly  load  can  be 
lightened." 

If  you  need  help  in  budgeting  and 
working  out  your  debt  problems,  visit 
your  local  credit  counseling  service. 
There  are  203  offices  in  47  states.  For 
the  service  nearest  your  home,  write  to 
the  National  Foundation  for  Con- 
sumer Credit,  8701  Georgia  Ave., 
Silver  Spring,  Md.  20910.  Initial  coun- 
seling is  free  and  nominal  charges  are 
levied  for  extensive  sessions. 

As  you  regroup  financially,  pay 
close  heed  to  the  emotional  aspects  of 
job  loss.  Call  this  Phase  Three. 

Convene  a  family  council  and  tell 
the  children  who  are  old  enough  to 
understand  what  has  happened. 
"Trying  to  protect  a  child  when  hard 
times  strike  is  no  help  to  them  or  to 
you,"  says  Mr.  Ruben  of  the  Peninsula 
Counseling  Service.  "Don't  scare 
them  with  doom-and-gloom  warn- 
ings, but  calmly  explain  that  they  will 
be  expected  to  cooperate  in  some  belt- 
tightening  for  awhile.  They  may  have 
to  give  up  movies  and  vacations  and 
take  a  sharp  allowance  cut.  The  older 
ones  should  be  urged  to  hustle  for 
after-school  errand  running  or  yard 
maintenance  to  help  out." 

Ruben  offers  three  rules  on  how  hus- 
bands and  wives  can  avoid  marriage- 
wrecking  job-loss  tensions,  or  at  least 
keep  them  at  a  minimum. 

Never  hide  the  pink  slip.  Many  hus- 
bands, embarrassed  to  tell  their 
wives,  leave  for  "work"  each  morning, 
and  spend  the  day  job  hunting.  The 
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deception  will  only  deepen,  making 
the  day  of  reckoning  all  the  harder. 

Understand  that  losing  a  job  in 
tough  economic  times  is  not  the  job 
holder's  fault.  "There  is  always  a 
strong  tendency  to  blame  an  individ- 
ual," says  Ruben.  "Then  blistering 
quarrels  result.  If  both  partners  real- 
ize that  economic  conditions  are 
responsible,  not  the  individual,  they 
will  be  mutually  supportive,  so  essen- 
tial to  successfully  riding  through  the 
turbulence." 

Husbands  must  realize  that  if  a  wife 
becomes  the  breadwinner,  it  does  not 
signify  a  loss  of  manhood  in  any 
sense.  Times  are  changing.  The  sharp 
division  of  roles — he  the  earner,  she 
the  homemaker — have  blurred  and 
are  breaking  down  fast. 

If  an  impasse  develops,  seek  advice. 
He  wants  to  move;  she  does  not.  He 
won't  take  a  job  at  a  sharp  pay  cut;  she 
thinks  he  should.  If  these  and  other 
knotty  problems  cannot  be  worked 
out,  have  a  session  with  a  family 
counselor.  You  can  find  the  address  of 
your  local  Family  Service  Association 
agency  in  the  phone  book  or  by  asking 
at  your  United  Fund  headquarters. 
You  may  also  inquire  at  the  commun- 
ity chest  or  community  welfare  coun- 
cil for  the  names  of  clinics  or  centers. 

Finally,  Phase  Four,  finding  a  new 
job.  Here's  advice  from  Frank  Latinis, 
an  executive  at  Mahony  Placement 
Service  of  New  York,  one  of  the 
nation's  largest  employment  agencies. 

Don't  panic  and  take  the  first  thing 
that  comes  along.  In  most  cases  you'll 
be  sorry  you  did.  If  you  have  a  spe- 
cialty, stick  with  it  because  you'll  be 
more  valuable  to  a  company  when 
rehiring  begins. 

If  you're  in  a  field  that  calls  for  resu- 
mes, keep  it  short,  a  single  page  if  pos- 
sible. Don't  gimmick  it  up,  but  offer  a 
concise  list  of  what  you've  done  and 
can  do.  Don't  mail  them  out  whole- 
sale. Check  the  newspapers,  pick  the 
likeliest  prospects  and  knock  on 
doors,  delivering  them  personally  if 
addresses  are  given.  Looking  for  a  job 
is  hard  work  and  must  be  pursued  dili- 
gently, so  be  on  the  street  at  9:00  a.m. 
sharp,  every  day. 

Here  are  tips  for  "phased-out"— 
okay,  fired — executives  from  Gerard 
Roche,  head  of  Heidrick  &  Struggles,  a 
large  executive-search  company: 
Negotiate  to  retain  your  office  space 
and  secretarial  help  after  separation 
so  that  you  can  have  a  professional 
Continued  .  .  .

base  from  which  to  hunt  for  a  new  job. 
Try  to  retain,  or  at  least  buy  at  a  bar- 
gain, the  company  car  you've  used. 
Make  sure  the  announcement  of  your 
leaving  is  couched  in  ambiguous 
terms,  such  as  "personal  reasons,"  to 
avoid  the  impression  that  separation 
was  not  voluntary. 

Executives  should  know  about  "out- 
placement" firms,  companies  special- 
izing in  placing  top-level  people. 
These  firms  take  executives  in  hand, 
help  them  over  the  emotional  hurdles, 
go  over  new  job  prospects  with  them, 
write  resumes,  coach  them  for  inter- 
views and  even  counsel  with  the  fami- 
lies. Their  services  are  expensive, 
some  charging  about  $5,000,  so  try  to 
get  your  former  company  to  pick  up 
this  tab  as  a  prerequisite.  For  a  list, 
consult  the  Directory  of  Outplacement 
Firms. 

Other  tips: 

Studies  show  that  a  high  percentage 
of  persons  hired  by  business  and 
industry  are  recommended  by  other 
workers  in  the  organization.  It  makes 
sense,  because  people  who  are  on  the 
inside  are  likely  to  be  the  first  to  hear 
about  vacancies.  So  spread  the  word 
among  colleagues  in  your  occupation, 
friends,  former  coworkers  and  any- 
body else  who  might  have  some  infor- 
mation about  openings. 

If  you  feel  you  want  to  switch  occu- 
pations, review  a  library  copy  of  the 
Occupational  Outlook  Handbook, 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Sta- 
tistics of  the  Department  of  Labor.  It's 
an  invaluable  source  of  career  infor- 
mation. Or  you  can  write  for  one  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.S.  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.C.  20402.  The  cost  is 
$9.00.  The  800-page  handbook  lists 
most  careers,  describes  the  nature  of 
the  jobs,  places  of  employment,  train- 
ing and  other  qualifications,  earn- 
ings, working  conditions  and  what 
the  opportunities  for  jobs  will  be  in  the 
near  future.  It  also  tells  where  to  write 
for  additional  information. 

Being  thrust  into  the  ranks  of  the 
jobless  can  be  a  devastating  exper- 
ience. But  the  chaos,  dislocation  and 
terror  can  be  eased  immensely  and 
overcome  more  quickly  by  acting  at 
once  on  a  plan,  mapped  out  in  ad- 
vance and  at  the  ready.  O
